The Provoſt of Glaſcow, Aberdeen and Gadburgh, were put undcr the (ame Scntence, for ſign- 
ivg a Letter to your Majelty in the Conventzon ot the Burroughs. wich the xclt of that Body ; 
which Letter was adviſed by him who is now your Majeſties Advocate as that which had 
nothing in it which could bring them under any Guilt: And yet thoſe three were Gnglcd out 
of the whole number, and incapacitated, beſides a high Fine and a long Imprifonment, as your 
Majcſty will more fully perceive by another Paper. 

Sir Patrick Home of Polworth, bcing ſent by the Shire of Berwick to complain of ſome illegal 
proceedings, and to obtain a legal remedy to them, which he did only in the common foxu of 
Law, was alſo declared uncapable of Publick Trult, belides many months TImpriſonmenc. 

The Provoſt of Linlithgoe being, complained of for not furniſhing, ſome of your Forces with 


Baggage- Horſes, was called betore the Comncil, and becauſe he 1ſ2id they were not _ 'N

Law to furnifh Horſes in ſach manner, he was immediately declared incapable of Publick Truft, © 
and was both Fined and Impriſoned. 

There are allo 50 of the Town of St. Febrſtons incapacitated upon 2 very fght pretence, 
ſo that it is now impotfible for them to tind a futhcient number of Citizens toc the Magiftracy 
of that Town. 

2. Your Subjc&s are ſometimcs upon flight, and oftentimes upon no grounds Itmprifoned, 
and ſom-times kept Priſoners many months and years, nothing being, objected © them, and are 
required to enter themſclves Priſoners, which is contrary to Law, It was tn the former Arti- 
cle expreſſed, that many of the pecſons declired uncapable of Publick Trutt, did allo ſuffer Im. 
priſonment. And betides theſe inſtances, Lieutenant General Drumond ( whoſe eminent Loyalty 
and great Services are well known to your Majelty ) was required to enter hinclt Prifoncr tn 
the Caſtle of Dunbarton, where he was kept ane year aud a halt, and was made a clole Priſoner 
for nine months of that time ; and yet nothing was cverobjcctcd to kim to this day, to jultihe 
that uſage. 

The Lord Cardroſſe was for his Ladies keeping two Conventicles in her own Houſe (at which 
he was not preſent ) Fined 11009 /. and hath now been kept tour years Prifoner in the Caſtle 
of Edenburgh, where he ſtill remains, although he hath often petitioned for his Liberty; And 
Sir Patrick Hymo hath b-en now a {ſecond time almolt one year impriſoned, and nothing is yet 
laid to his Charge. ; 

Beſides theſ: illegal Imprifonments ,? the Othcers of your Majeſtics Forces carry trequently 
Warrants with them, tor apprchending perſons that are urider no jegal Cenfures, nor have been 
(o much as Cited to appear 3 which hath put many of your Subj<d&s into very great tears, 
eſpecially upon what was done in Council three years ago. 

Captain Carſtaires ( a man now well enough known to your Majeſty} did entrap one Kirktoy 
3n Outed Miniſter into his Chamber at Egdenburgh, and did violently abuſe him, and detigned 
to have extorted ſome money trom him : The noiſe of this coming to the ears of one Bayly, 
Brother-in-law to the ſaid Kirkton, he came to the Houſe, and hearing him cry Marder, Murder, 
forced open his Chamber-door, where he found his Brother-in-Law and the Captain grape 
pling : The Captain pretended he had a Warrant againit Kirkton, and Bayly detired him to 
ſhew it, and promiſed that all Obedience ſhould be given to it 3 but the Captain refuſing to do 
it, Kirkton was reſcued. This was only delivering a man from the hands of a Robber, which 
Nature obligeth all men to do, eſpecially when joyned with ſo near a Relation, 

The Captain complained of this to the Corncil, and the Lord Hatton with others were ap- 
pointed to examine the Witneſſes, and when it was brought before the Council, the Duke of 
Hamilton, Farls of Moreton, Dumfrize and Kincardin, the Lord Cocheren, and Sir Archibald 
Primroſe then Lord Regitter, delired, That the Report of the Examination might be read : 
Bur that not ſerving their ends, was denyed, and thereupon thoſe Lords delivercd their Opi- 
nion, That fince Car'taires did not thew any Warrant. nor was Clothed with any Publick Cha- 
racter, it was no oppolition of your Majeltics Authority in Bayly, fo to reſcue the ſaid Kirkton ; 
yet Bayly was for this Fined in 60co marks, and kept long a Priſoner, | 

Thoſe Lords were upon that ſo repreſented to your Majeliy, that by the Duke of Lauderdale's 
prozurement they were turned out of the Coxncil, and all Command oft the Militia. And it 
can bz made appcar, that the Captain had at that time no Warrant at all againit that Kirkton, 
bit procured it after the Violence committed; and it was antedated on dclign, to ferve a 
turn at that time, "This manner of proccedings hath ever tince put your Subjc&s under (ad 
apprehenlions,

| \ NE Lovelof Cunuchie, being Vaſlal to the Bi- 
() ſhoprick of St. Andrews; the late Archbiſhop,

him, did gift to his own behoof, the Eſcheat of Lovell of 
Cunuchie, in prejudice of his numerous family and many 
Creditors. One Haxſtoun of Rachillet being one of theſe 
Creditors, and at that time a Favourite of the Arch- 
'i biſhops, prevails with him upon his giving Bond to the 
{ Biſhop for 1000/. Scots, or thereby, to aſſign the gift in 
\\ his Favours. Thereafter the Archbiſhop conceiving pre- 
'* judiceagainſt him, Regiſtrates Haxſtouns Bond, ſurpriſes

him at St. Andrews; having called for him, takes him with 
Caption, and keeps him Priſoner in St. Andrews for fe- 
veral months, until one Mr. Falconer a Conform Miniſter 
obtains his liberty. Burt Haxſtoun having {tronger re- 
ſentments of his Impriſonment, than of the liberty ro 
which he was reſtored, at his liberation in preſence of 
witneſſes, Vowed and Swore, God-dam- him if ever he 
went to Churcb as long as there was a Biſhop in Scotland ;

This Haxftoun was a vile perſon, had nothing of 
good in him, and was ſcarce admitted to the Socicty of 
Sober-men ; He was not once only a Favourite, bur 
ſervant of the Biſhop, having Colle&ed part of his 
Rents.

they did upon the third of May inſtant, with » or 
nine other Ruffians, (three of cherk called as they lay,

him; the Coachman and Poſtilion perceiving, advertiles 
him, anddrives with all their might to eſcape; So that 
for near three quarters of a mile they could not overtake 
them. Aclaſt Balfour and Haxſtonn being better mounted

That His Majeſty in Conſideration of the ſaid Services was graciouſly pleaſed to grant 
to the faid Earl ſeveral Forfeited Eſtates in that Kingdom under the Great Seal of Ireland, 
and in Parſzance thereof he was put in Poſſeſſion and Enjoy 'd the fame without Inter-

\ HE faid Walter Butler, who had Married the late 
Lord Galmoy's Mother, by reaſon of that Relation, 
became Bound, with and for him, in ſeveral Sums 
of Mony, for which he was not Counter-ſecurd at 
—_— hrſt; bur afterwards, upon the Lady Galmoy's go- 
ins out of Treland for Recovery of her Health, in the beginning of 
the Year 1688, the ſaid Walter Butler, defir d the ſaid Lord to 
Counter-ſecure him; and thereupon, the ſaid Lord 2nd his Lady, 
levied Finesto the ſaid Colonel, and did by Deeds drawn by the Ad- 
vice of the now Lord Chiet Juſtice Doyne, and Sir Theobald Butler, in 
the Month of May 1688. Convey ſeveral Lands, Tenements and 
Heredicaments, in the ſaid Fines contain'd, to the ſaid Colonel and 
his Heirs, upon Truſt, to permit and ſuffer the fa:d Lord Galmoy, 
and his Heirs, to receive the Rents thereof, until the ſaid Colonel, 
his Heirs, Executors or Adminiſtrators, Goods or Chattels, Lands 
or Tenements, ſhould be Sued, Moleſted, Impleaded, Extended,

ſtices of Ireland, and produc the faid Fines and Deeds to them ; *

THE time Limited for the ſaid Truſtees hearing of Claims, 
expiring on the 24th Day of March, 1701. the ſaid Colonel Butler 
fearing to be Surpriz d, mov d by his Council on his Petition, the 
19th Day of March, 1701. to Re-hear his ſaid Claim, alledging,, 
that he had then his Witneſſes ready to prove all they deftr'd; which 
Petition they referr'd to their Council, ro report to them, whether 
the ſaid Colonel's Claim ought ro beRe-heard : Whereupon Thomas

Burgh and Roſcarrick Donking, Eſquires, two of the Truſtees Coun- 
cil, reported, thar they conceived it fit to be Re-heard; and there- 
1pon the ſaid Collonel; attended with his Council and Witneſles, 
all che ſaid 24th Day of March, till 12 at Night; but the ſaid 
Truſtees being taken upin hearing of other Claims, who were pla- 

ced before him in the Paper of Cauſes, they had nor time to hear 
| the Proofs the ſaid Colonel had ready to make our, that the ſaid 
Deb:s were all contracted for my Lord Galmoy's particular Uſe : 
And thereupon a Decree Ex parte, by the ſaid Truſtees, was drawn 
up, difallowing all the ſaid Debrs, amounting to 23ool. principal

HEREAS by the Poſitive Command of King Charles the 2d. Sir Danzel Bellingham, 
Deputy to the Earl of Angleſey, and Sir George Carterer, Treaſurers of Ireland, did . 
Pay divers Warrants chargeable upon certain Parrs of the Revenue, which Parts were 
neither then, nor at the rime of making up his Accounts, brought into the Trea- 
ſury ; for which Payments, Sir Dazict having no Allowance by the Commiſſioners of Accounts, fell 
greatly in Arrear to the King. 

And though the Money came afterwards into the Earl of Ranalaghs undertaking, and was ap- 
plycd to his Majeſty's uſe; yet the Account being ſtared, and a Balance due to his Majeſty thereon 
being granted to ſeveral Perſons ; Sir Richard Bellingham, (only Son to the ſaid Sir Danzel) was 
forc'd immediately to Pay to the ſame, except Two thouſand Pound granted to the Lord Dartmonth) 
for which he gave a Starute Staple, with Intereſt, ar Ten Pound per Cent, per Annum. 

In 1687, the Lord Dartmenth preſſing for his Money, which then with Intereſt came to Two 
thouſand fix hundred and forty four Pound) Sir Richard Bellingham was forc'd to borrow that Sum 
of Jenico Lord Gormenſtown, for which he gave him a Statute Staple, and_ continued the former 
Statute Staple aioot, both being defeazanced on Payment of rhe ſaid Sum of Two thouſand ſix 
hundred and forty four Pound. 

Lord Gormonſtor:n dying in Rebellion ; being alſo Our-law'd, and his Eſtate Forfeited to his pre- 
{enr Majeſty for the ſame, Mr. Corker, ( Brother-in-law to Sir Richard Bellingham) finding that the 
Original Entries of both the Statutes, (ackowledged before the Mayor of the Staple) were loſt or 
deſiroyed, and that neither of rhem had been Entered in the Crown Office on the Chancery ſide ; 
ſo that they could not affect any Purchaſer, being (for want of the Original Record) no more than 
common ordinary Bonds. 

The ſaid Mr. Corker, did in the Year 1690, diſcover the ſame to the Commiſſioners of the Re- 
venue of Treland, (they having then the Management of the Forfeitures) by which Diſcovery 
Sir Richard Bellingham was declared intitled to one fourth Part thereof, being Six hundred and ſixty 
one Pound. 

Sir Richard B-llingham being deſirous to clear this Debt before the Troubles in 7reland, left in the 
Hands of one Nanzle a Tenant, the Rents of a conſiderable Eſtate, whereof the Arrear was Nine 
hundred and five Pound, Thirteen Shillings ani Six Pence, but the ſaid Nagle alſo Dying in Re- 
bellion, and having (as upon a Suit commenced afterwards appeared) ſettled his Efate, (being Four 
hundred Pound per Anaum) at Marriage upon his Wife for her Life : Mr. Corkez, tho' call'd upon ty 
creat with thoſe that had the original Bonds in their Hands, to cancel them ; did not only reject 
thoſe Offers, bur, to intitle the King to this Forfeiture, did at his own Charge cauſe the ſame to be 
found upon an Inquiſition, and alſo the *fore{aid Nine hundred and five Pound, Thirteen Shillings 
and Six-pence, which lies as an Incumbrance upon the ſaid Nanzle's Eſtate, to bar others, and is an 
Advantage to the Truſt. | 

— Mr. Corker did afterwards on the behalf of Sir Richard Bellingham, apply himſelf (in his Nzme) 

_by Petition to His Majeſty, repreſenting the Cale, and humbly Praying, That for the many Rea- 
ſons aforeſaid, and for that, the {aid Sir Richard had in his Hands, Warrants that had been paid by 
his Farher, as aforeſaid, amounting to rhe Sum of Two thouſand fix hundred and forty ſix Pound, 
Nintcen Shillings and Eight Pence, which had never been allowed him : Thar His Majeſty would 
be pleaſed in Diicount of one Debr for another, ro remit whar was owing by him of the ſaid Dcbr, 
tothe ſaid Lord Gormonſtown ; he being ready to relcale His Majeſty from all Demands upon the 
Account of the faid Warrants ; which His Majeſly was graciouſly plealcd to grant ; and accordingly 
the ſaid Sir Richard relcaſed His Majeſty from the ſaid Debr, under the Broad Seal of 1relad, 
which being done, he attended the Lord Chicf Baron of the Exchequer, and acknowledged Sa- 
tisfaction from His Majclty for che {aid Warrants which are now Cancelled. 

Sir Richard Bellingham afterwards dyed, and fertied his Eſtate upon his Siſters, one of which 
Mr. Corker had Married, and if this Incumbrance be continued, it falls upon Mr. Corker's Parr, 
altho' he is an entire Purchaſer, which will trend to the Ruin of him and his Family, having no Re- 
medy againſt His Majeſty, becaule the ſaid Warrants are vacated, and Mr. C:rher has releas'd the 
King as aforeſaid. 


Hr. Corker therefore hnnl.!y hopes the Flonourable Flenſe of Commons, will take his ſaid hard Caſe into 
their ſerious Conftd:ration, and to afford him Relief in the Pr:miſ:s. 


The Honourable Truſtees for the Forfeited Eſtates, 8c. in Ireland, have beard the Petitio- 
ners Proofs, and peruſed the Vouchers by him produced, relating to the Allegations in his Petition 
mentioned (being in all particulars agreeable to the Caſe berewith recited) and the Twelve fore- 
nentioned Truſtees bave Certifizd, that it appears to them that the Conterits thereof are true.

Fter the Defeat of the late Ring James at the Battel of the Boyze in Jreland, the Petitioner (according ro His preſent 
Majeſty's Proclamation iſſued ſoon after) took Protection ; and as he was not in any Civil, or Military Office, or 
Commiſſion before, foafter taking Protection he lived peaceably and quietly at his own Houſe at Awney, in the 
County of Limerick, where his Eſtate lay. 

Some time after, the Frontier Lines of the Eng/:/þ Quarters were aſcertained by Proclamation, and the Petitioner's 
Place of Abode was within them : And again, by other Proclamations, the Frontier Lines were fo altered, that the 
Petitioner's Habitation was without them, and they were to be treated as Rebels and Spies, who ſhould by a time limited in the ſaid 
roclamation, be found without the ſaid Lines. The Petitioner, inthe mean time, not being able to remove his Goods and Family, 
was plundered by 40th Partzes, by which he loſt to the Value of above 4000 /. And by the Alteration of. the Frontier Lincs, the 
City of Limerick being the Place of Refuge next to him, he fled thither, and was there during the laſt Siege, and at the making of 

the Articles upon the Surrender of that Place, being an Inhabitant and Refident there. | 
Soon after, the Petitioner made Application to the Lords Juſtices and Council in Zrel/and, praying to be adjudged the Benefit of 
the faid Articles ; and, upon his Petition, had a Publick Hearing, took the Oath of Allegiance, and duly proved himfelf in Z.merich 


at the Capitulation : But it was objected againſt him, That having taken ProteQtion, he was excepted by the Second Article, and fo 
excluded rhe Benefit of the faid Articles : And upon this, the Lords Juſtices and Council adjudged the Petitioner not comprized in the 
{aid Articles ; by means whereof the Petitioner, to this day, ſtands outlawed for High Treaſon, and his Eſtate ſeiz'd into the King's 
Hands, for no other Reaſon, but becauſe he took ProteQion. 

The Petitioner moſt humbly offers, and ſubmits to the Conſideration of this Juſt and Wiſe Houſe, That the Judgment of the 
Council-Board at Da#1;z againl(t him, in the Point of taking Protetion, which ſeems to be grounded upon the Second of the Civil 
Articles of Limerick, 1s Errroneous.

hold, poſſeſs, and enjoy all, aud every their Eſtates of Freehold and Inheritance, and all their Rights, Titles and Jnterefts, t32ivi- 
ieacs and Jinmianittes, which they, and every, or auy of them held, enjoyed, or were rightfully, and lawfully intituled to, in ihe Reign of 
X#:ng Charles I. or at any time fance, by the Laws and Statutes that were in force in the ſaid Reizn of King Charles the IT. cc. ER 

By the true meaning of this Article, All that were then in Limerick, or under the Protection of the 7ri/h, in the faid Counties 
(being the 7ri/þ Quarters) are included without Exception, in the firſt Place; and next, the ſaid Commiſſion'd Officers in Their 
Majeſties Quarters, that belong'd to the 7rz/þ Regiments then in being, that are treated with, and who are not Putſoners of Sar, 62 
Have taken Bzotection, were to have the like Benefit ; which Qualifications and Exceptions, affix'd and conjoin'd to the faid Com- 
{16a d Officers in Their Majeſties Quarters, only to diſtinguiſh them, could nor (as is humbly conceiv'd) in Reaſon or right Cor- 
{truMion be applied to the Petitioner, or any before-mentioned, in the faid Second Article, who were no abſent Officers that belong'd 
ro any 7riſh Regiment that was treated with ; being all of them in Limerick, andiin the Zr; Quarters, at the time of the Capitulation, 
and could not reaſonably be ſuppoſed to be Their Majeſties Priſoners, or in their Protetion there, 2s ſome of the ſaid Commiſſron'd 
Officers might then well be Priſoners or Protetees in Their Majeſties Quarters, and as in truth many then actually were, who being 
Their Majeſties Subjects already, and in Their Majeſties Quarters, they were not defign'd to.be-capitulated for ; which was the only

And the Occaſion of inſerting in the Second Article thoſe Words, (and who ate not Þ2iſoners of ndar,o2 have taken Protection) 
was truly this: Upon making the Agreement, or ſtateing the Heads of the faid Articles, and enumerating the Perſons to be treated 
for, the Lord Lacan, (alias Colonel Sarsfeld) being preſent, ſaid, That he fent ſome Officers into the Engliſh Quarters about ſome 
Atlairs, and that he would have them included ; which was agreed to, pzouided thep were not Puiſoners of mar , 02 had not 
ſabmitted afld taken Þzotection. 

By the Conſtruction put by the Council of /re/aud upon thoſe Words, the Petitioner hath been deprived of his Eſtate, denied the 
"Benefit of the faid Articles, and nothing left to ſupport him and his Family. Wherefore he moſt humbly appeals to the COMMONS 
of ENGLAND tor: Redrels againlt the ſaid Erronious Proceedings, Humbly praying that it may be explain'd, and fetled to 
what Perſons the ſaid Words (oz have taken Protection) mentioned in the ſaid ſecond Article, do properly reter : And withal molt

I R Walter Dongan Baronet, Grandfather of the vow Earl of Limerick, being ſeiz'd of ſe- 
veral Mannors, Lands, @'*, in Ireland, by deſcent from his Anceſtors, and of other 
Mannors, Lands, &c. there devis'd to him in 1622. by his Brother William Dongan 
Recorder of Dubl:n, died ſo ſeis'd in 1627. and the Premiſſes deſcended to his eldeſt 
Son Sir Jobn Dongan, Father of the now Ear]. 

2. In July 1642. Sir Jo»n Dongan having eight Sons, viz. Walter, William, Edward, Robert, 
Michael, Ferome, Thomas and James, made his Will, and entail'd both Eſtates upon all his Sons 
ſucceſſively, except a {mall part in the 2ucers County, which he entaild upon the ſecond Son 
of his Family for the time being, and died in 1650. 

3. 1652. Sir John Dengan and his two elder Sons, having ſerv*d in the King's Army during 
the Civil War in England, their Eſtate was ſequeſtred, and kept from the Family till the Reſto- 
1ation of K. Charles the Second. 

4. 1655. Sir Walter Dongan, eldeſt Son of Sir John Dongan, dy'd without Iſſue. 

5- 1663. Sir William Dongan the ſecond Son, afterward created Viſcount Dongan of Clane, 
together with his Father and elder Brother, were decreed Innocent by the Court of Claims in Ire- 

land, and the Viſcount was reſtor*d to both the Eſtates. 

6, All the other Sons of Sir John Dongan, except William and Thomas, dying without Iſſue, 
Thomas as ſecond Son of the Family, enjoy'd the Eſtate in the oy r County according to his Fa- 
ther*s Will, about five and twenty years before the laſt War in Ireland. 

7. In July r676. William Viſcount Dongan deſigning to go to Spain, made a Settlement of his 
Eſtate to the uſe of himſelf for Life, the Remainder to his eldeſt Son, and every other of his 
Sons in Tail Male, the Remainder to his Brother Thomas (the now Earl) in Tail Male, with di- 
vers Remainders over : But this Settlement being made in the Country, was, for want of good 
Advice, ill drawn, and worſe writ, yet ſufficient in Law to anſwer the Ends intended by it. 

8. 1685. Wiliam Viſcount Dongau was created Earl of Limerick, and the ſame Title was 
limited in Remainder to Thomas (then callPd Colonel Thomas Dongan) and his Heirs Male. 

9. 1686, William Farl of Limerick having levy'd ſome Fines of his Eſtate, in order to make 
a Joynture to his Wite, and borrow Money, borrow'd 7500 1. of his Wife's Mother Donna 7a- 
riana Chambers, the Widow of Sir Richard Chambers, and granted a Rent-charge of 450 ]. per An- 
num to the Lords Kingſland and Trimbleſtown and their Heirs, in truſt for her ; but redeem- 
able upon payment of 7500 /. and all Arrearc of the Rent at any times aftor. 

This is a way of Moitgaging frequently praQtis'd in Ireland, to avoid entring upon the mort- 
gaged Eſtate, and being accountable for the Profits, becauſe the Courts of Equity there never 
forecloſe a Mortgager of the Equity of Redemption. 

10. 1688. At the time of the Revolution William Earl of Limerick liv'd near Dublin in Ireland, 
and hada Regiment of Dragoons; but being an old paralytical Man, was uncapable of Action. 
His Quality oblig'd him to attend the Perſon of the late K. Fames when he arriv*d there, and to 
be of his Council, his preſent Majeſty not having then any Forces in that Kingdom to reſort to 

for protection: But it is notoriouſly known that William Earl of Limerick oppos'd in Council all 
violent proceedings againſt the Proteſtants. 

11. William Earl of Limerick laid down his Commiſſion of Colonel of Dragoons before the 10th 
day of April 168g. in obedience to their Majeſties Proclamation, which promis'd Indemnity and 
injoyment of their Eſtates to all ſuch who laid down their Arms before that time. After this he 
never took any Commiſſion, except one for the Government of unſter, which he accepted at the 
earneſt Requeſt of the Proteſtants, whoſe Perſons, Eſtates, and Churches he preſerv*d from all 
manner of Violence, as many eminent Proteſtants have certified under their Hands. 

12, After the Battle at the Boyz: (wherein he was not engaged) Wilkiam Earl of Limerick leſt 
treland ; and having no opportunity to go elſewhere, went to Bretagne in France, 

13. After the Reduciion of Ireland, William Earl of Limerick was Outlaw?d upon 13 ſeveral It- 
dictments for High-Treaſon againſt K. William and Q. Mary ( generally, without expreſling any 
particular A& of Treaſon) alleg*d tobe committed on the 1 3th day of February 1688. which was 
the very day their Majeſties were declared King and Queen; when it was morally impoſlible for 

” him, who was then in Ireland, to have notice of their acceſſion to the Crown, and conſequently 
to be guilty of any Treaſon againſt them. | 

| 1.4. 1693. Godart Farl of Athlone obtain'd a Warrant for a Grant of the Earl of Limerick's 
Eſtate ; and the now Earl of Limerick having notice of it, petitiond the Queen for time to make 
out his Title before the Grant paſsd. In which interval, by the permiſſion of the Secretary of 
State, he ſent to his Brother in France for an account of the Settlements of the Eſtate : which by 
reaſon of his long abſence from England, and the little expeQation he had of coming to the E- 
ſtate, had ſlipr out of his memory. : 

15. His Brother ſent him over the Deed of Settlement made in 1676, and mention'd above in 
Number (7) conceiving it ſufficient to preſerve his Right. The now Earl ſhewed it to the Se- | 

cretary ot State, and ſeveral Council at Law, who all found fault with the unskilful drawing 
and bad writing, but thought it valid in Law : and one of the Council took a Copy of it, leſt 
it ſhould have been loſt at Sea in the paſſage to Ireland,

15. This Deed was, by the Queen's Order, ſent into Ircland to be produc'd before the. Lords 
Juſtices, They directed it to be deliver'd to the Sollicitor General, who was of Council with the 


Earl of Athlone. : 

17. The Sollicitor General, about three days before the time appointed for producing this 
Deed to the Lords Juſtices, pronounc'd it a forg'd Deed, and preter'd an Information againſt the 
now Earl of Limcrick, his Council, Attorny and Agents, for publiſhing this Deed, which deterr'd 
all Perſons from appearing on the now Ear/s part, and the Lords Juſtices were therefore induc'd 
to believe it a forg d Deed. 

18. One of the Defendants to the Information ſwore in his Anſwer, that he brought this Deed 
out of France in the ſame condition it was when deliver'd to the Soll. General ; and if the late or 
preſent Earl of Limerick could have been guilty of ſo diſhonourable a practice, they could not 
want aſliſtance to have had a Deed well drawn, well writ, and well atteſted. This Deed is at- 
teſted by {ix Witneſles, ſome of whom are now living in Ireland, and Perſons of Eſtate and Repu- 


tation, 

_ 19. By this management the Deed was damn'd without any Trial, and order'd to be hung up 
in the Exchequer in Ircland, where it continues ; and the Grant of the Eſtate to the Earl of Ath- 
lone, paſs'd without oppoſition, wherein the Lands in the Queen's County are compris'd, tho the 
Lords Juſtices upon proof of their being ſo long enjoy'd by the vow Earl as ſecond Son, kad order'd 
the Commillioners of the Revenues to reſtore *em to him. : 

20. £694. The Earl of 4thlones Agents being apprehenſive of the Defetts in the Outlawrys, 
procur'd an AC of Parliament in Jreland for confirming the late Earl of Zimerick's Attainder, 
and the Grant of his Eſtate to the Earl of 4thlone, notwithſtanding any Reverſal of the Attain- 
der, or any Charter of Pardon or Reſtitution. 

21. 1693. Before this Act paſg?d, the Lady Chambers who had the Mortgage for 75001. upon 
this Eſtate, came into England to look after it ; and the now Earl of Limerick looking upon himſelf 
next intituled to the Eſtate after the Death of his Brother, bought in this Debt and Rent-charge 
by which it was ſecur*d, for a Sum of ready Money, and an Annuity for the Life of the Lady 


Chambers. 

22, The E. of Athlone's Agents at firſt endeavour'd to impeach this Mortgage of Forgery ; but 
it being atteſted by many Perſons of Honour and Quality ſtill living, they drop'd that Deſign, 
and fell upon the following Stratagem. 

23. They caus'd an Inquiſition to be taken at Dublin, which found the Lady Chambers to be an 
Alicn, and then ſeis'd the Rent-charge granted for the Security of her 75001. into the King's 
Hands, as a Real Eſtate purchaſed in truſt for an Alien, which the King was intituled to by his 
Prerogative, and the Earl of Athlone obtain'd a Grant of it from the King in 1695. 

24. Thic Grant of the Rent.charge to the Lords Kingſland and Trimbleſtown, was never in- 
tended to be a Purchaſe, but only a Mortgage, as appears by the Leed it ſelf; and Money lent 
upon a Mortgage in Fee is but Perſonal Eſtate, which an Alien may acquire; and if the late Earl 
of Limerick had repaid the Money before the Inquilition taken, the King could have got nothing 
by an Inquiſition taken afterwards. 

25. The Lady Chambers was an Alien Friend, viz. a Spaniſh Woman, and the Widow of an 
Engliſh man, Sir Richard Chambers, and ought not to have been treated as an Alien Enemy. 

26. Beſide the particular hardſhip to the now Earl of Limerick, this Precedent may be of ill con- 
ſequence to the Engliſh in $paim, where they frequently lend Money upon Mortgage of Houſes 
and Lands, and yet the Engliſh not naturaliz'd can no more purchaſe Eſtates in Spain, than 
Spaniards can purchaſe in England. ; 

27. But if in ſtrictneſs of Law this Rent-charge mortgag'd in truſt for an Alien may be call'd 
a Purchaſe, the King could not be intituled to it, nor any Profits of it, till an Inquiſition taken, and 
his Title was found of Record, and the Lady Chambers and her Grantee are intituled to all the ! 
Arrears incurr'd before ; yet upon a Bill exhibited by the Earl of Athloxe in the Court of Chan- * 
cery of Ireland, an InjunQtion was granted to ſtay all Proceedings upon a diſtreſs for the Arrears, 
and is continued to this day. 

28. This uſage put the now Earl of Z:zmerick upon recollecting the antient Settlements of the 
Eſtate, and brought to his remembrance the Entail made by his Father's Will, which he com- 
municated to the Earl of Athloye, and by his Conſent petition'd the King that his Title might 
be examin'd by the Lord Chancellor of 7eland, or the Attorney General here; the Earl of Ath- 
lone telling the now Earl of Zimerick, that his Majeſty had promis'd to make the Earl of Athlone 
amends, if the now Earl of Zimerick appear'd to have a Title to the Eſtate. 

29, The King referr*d it to the Lords Juſtices of Jreland ; but this Reference was ſtifled till 
the Earl of Athlone went into Ireland, ſold part of the Eſtate, and left that Kingdom ; but the 
Purchaſers had notice of the Petitioner's Claim from the Earl of Athlone, and otherwiſe. 

30. Then, and not ſooner, the Reference was produc'd, and the Lords Juſtices referr'd the 
Caſe over to the Attorney and Sollicitor General of Ireland, who were both of Council with 


the Earl of Athlone, and made their Report to the effect following. 


Firſt, That 1Sir Walter Dongan, Grandfather of the now Earl of Limerick, in 1615. ſettled 
the antient Eſtate of the Family on Sir Fob Dongan, and the Heirs Male of his Body, with 
divers Remainders over ; which diſabled Sir John Dongan to make any Settlement by his Will 
in 1642, and that Earl William levied ſeveral Fines of the Eſtate, and made himſelf Tenant 


in Fee.

Secondly, That Sir Jobn Dongan's Will is queſtionable, and to be ſuſpe&ed, becauſe not prov'd 
«till above twenty Years after the Date of it, viz. in 1663. and was then prov'd only in com- 
. mon Form by the Executor upon his Oath de Credul:tate, and by one Patrick Fitz-Gerald, and not 

by any one of the four ſubſcribing Witneſſes to the Will ; and Earl William took no notice of this 


Will in his Petition to the Court of Claims. 


Thirdly, That the now Earl of Limerick can have no right to any Eſtate of his Anceſtors, becauſe 
he was never decreed [anocent by the Court of Claims, tho his Father and two elder Brothers were 
decreed ſo, and that the Ads of Scttlement make all perſons Nocent who were not decreed Innoceat. 


To the firſt of theſe the now Earl of Zimerick anſwers : 

No ſuch Deed of Settlement made in 1615. has been produc'd, nor any Footſtep thereof ap- 
pears, otherwiſe than by an Office found in 1627. and ſome mention made of it by William Earl 
of Limerick in his Petition to the Court of Claims, which are no binding Evidence ; nor was that 
Deed produced to the Court of Claims, as appears by their Decree ; nor was there any occa- 
fjon to prove any thing more than the Seiſin of his Father, and that he was Innocent. But if ſuch 
Settlement were made in 1615. and were now 11 being, there might appear Limitations in it 
tothe 1/}, 2d, 3d, &c. Sons of Sir Fobn Dongan, which would be of the ſame effect as the Will 
of Sir John Dongan : or there might appear a power of Revocation reſerv*d to Sir John Dongan ; 
and fo it ovght reaſonably to be preſum?d, and that he executed that Power, fince he took upon 
him to make a Will of the Eſtate; but in what manner ſoever that Settlement was made, it cannot 
comprehend the Eſtate of William Dongan Recorder of Dublin, which was not deviſed to Sir Wal- 
ter Dongan the Grandfather till 1622. and ſeven years after the pretended Settlement bears date : 
and therefore Sir Joh Dongan had power to make a Will of that Eſtate. The Fines levied by 
Earl /ill;am could bind his own Iſſue only, and not thoſe who claim in Remainder ; and all was 
reſcttled by E. William in 1676. by that Deed which was condemned without Trial. 


| To the ſecond the Earl of Limerick aniwers : 
Sir John Dongan liv'd 8 years after the date of the Will, wiz. till 1650. and then there was no

Dong an, or his eldeſt Son Walter, had not been decreed Innocent, the Eſtate would have been 
forteited, tho E. William had been decreed Mnocent. But after the Decree of Ianocency, E. Wil- 
liam own'd the Will, and permitted his Mother to enjoy the Joynture ſettled by it upon her, 
which he before refus'd to allow her, and alſo ſuffer'd the ſecond Son of the Family for the time 
being, to enjoy the Lands in the Queen's County, to which they had no other pretence than by 
that Will, 

There are ſeveral living Witneſſes who were acquainted with the Hand-writing of Sir John 
Dongan, and have ſworn this Will to be ſign'd by him, as they verily believe. :

The now Earl of Limerick's Title is by a Will ſubſequent to the Rebellion in 1641. and made 
by a Perſon who was decreed Innocent, whoſe Eſtate was therefore never veſted in the Crown, or 
at leaſt wholly deveſted out of the Crown by that Decree; and he being under no Incapacity to 
take by that Will, there was no need of a Decree for his Innocency : and ſo it has been adjudg'd 
in the Kings Bench in Ireland, upon a ſpecial Verdict found in the like caſe of Sir Stephen Rice. 

3 31. Since.this Report William Earl of Limerick is dead, and the Honour and Right to the Eſtate 
8. are veſted in Thomas now Earl of Limerick. 

32. The now Earl does not pretend to juſtify any Actions of his late Brother againſt His Ma- 

jelty K. William, but hopes the conſtant Loyalty of his Family (and even of E. William himſelf 


efore the 1aſt War) to the Crown of England, in the Service whereof many of *em have Ta:

&i1Fd, may atone for one Offence, which E. William under the unhappy Circumſtances he was in-

33. The now Earl doesas little delight to recount his own Services, and believes all he has done, 
cr can do, to be his Duty ; but hopes 1t will not be eſteem'd any Vanity or Oſtentation in him 
to mention upon this occation what he has acted and ſuffer'd for the Crownand Nation of England. 

24. He was bred a Souldicr, and arriv'd to be Colonel of the Irifh Regiment in Frazce, worth 
to him above 5000 l. per Ann. 

35. 167;. In purſuanceof a Vote of Parliament for recalling the Englifh SubjeRts then in the 
French King's Service, he quitted that Honourable and Advantagious Poſt, and rejected the Temp- 
cation of greater Preferments then offer'd him, if he would continue there. For which reaſon 
the Freach King commanded him to leave Fraxce in 48 hours, and retus'd to pay him a Debt of 
630co Livres then due to him tor Recruits and Arrears upon an Account ſtated with the Intendant 
of Nancy. This is well known to the Earl of Mountague then Amballador in Frazce. 

36. At his return into England K. Charles Il. nominated him t9 be a General Officer of the Eng- 
'/þ Army then defign'd for Flanders, and ſettled upon him a Penſion of 500 1. per Ann. tor his Lite, 
in contideration of his Loſſes in France, which has been ſtopt ever ſince the Revolution. 

37. 1678. He was appointed Lieutenant Governour of Tangier, and remov d trom thence in 
1580. and in 1682 was ſent Governour of New York in America. i 

Soon after his Arrival there he brought five Nations of warlike Indians, who had been ſeduc'd 
by the French of Canada, and us'd to burn and deſtroy the Plantations of Yirg:zia and Maryland, 
to make peace with, and become Subjects of the Crown of England, by which means thoſe Co- 
lonies are deliver*d from a vaſt charge they were before at for their Detence, and the adjacent 
Colonies protected from other Indians. 

38. 1685. The French of Canada being exaſperated at thoſe five Nations of Indians for en- 
tring into the Engliſh Intereſt, made war upon *em with 3000 French, and many other Indians. 
The Earl of Limerick took thoſe five Nations under his Protettion, and notwithſtanding many 
haughty Meſſages from the F-c:ch Governour of Canada, rais'd an Army ot Chriſtians and Indians, 
who by his directions kilPd many, took 500 Priſoners, and fo totally di{troy'd ail their Corn and 
Proviſions, that they had nothing left to ſubliſt on but what came from Fraxce, and muſt have 
quitted the Country, if the Earl of Limerick had been permitted to continue the War one year 
longer ; but upon the French King's complaint againſt him, a Peace was concluded, and the Earl 
of Limerick diſmiſs'd from that Government. 


' 29, This War the Earl of Limerick maintain'd above a year and a half at his own charge, by 
disburling his own Money, mortgaging his Lands, lelling his Flate and Furniture, and giving his 


Bonds for Proviſions and Ammunition to the value of many thouſand Pounds, whereof he never 
receiv?d more than 25001. in Tallies, which his preſent Majeſty order'd him, to diſcharge ſome 
Debts that were moſt preſſing upon him. For the truth of this he refers to the Honourable 
Mr. Blathwait then Secretary and Auditor General of the Plantations, and to Mr. Powey. 

40. 1682. Before the late happy Revolution he receiv'd Letters (ready to be produc'd) from 
the late King James, and theE. of S. then Secretary of State, inviting him home with Aſſurance 
of good Imployment here ; and from the E. of Tyrconael, offering him the Contmand of Major 
General of the Army, and of a Regiment of Dragoons in 1reland, ail which he retug?d ; and after his 
diſmiſſion from his Government, he continu'd at New-York and New-England, till the year 1691. 
when he came for this Kingdom, where he has liv'd ever ſince retir'd, and conformable to the 
Government. 


The Earl of Limerick caſts himſelf upon the Parliament of England for relief, and humbly 
hopes they will give him ſuch as to their Juſtice and Wiſdom ſhall ſeem meet.

HE ſaid Calaghar, Earl of Claxcarty, gave his Councel Inſtructions to draw a Settlement of 
his Eſtate, and therein to Charge the ſame with Four Thouſand Pounds Portion for each of 
his Daughters, but he ſuddenly dying inteſtate of an Apoplexy, before the ſzid Settlement 
could be got ready, his ſaid Daughters, who always were, and ſtill are Proteſtants, were left 
unprovided for. | | 

By the ſaid Earl's Death, his Eſtate of the yearly Value of 9000 /. deſcended to his Son Donogh, now Earl 
of Clancarty, then under Age, who was ſo ſenſible of what his Father deſigned for his ſaid Siſters, that, to 
fatisfie them, and as a further Tye upon himſelf to provide for them, when he came of Age, he by Deed 
charged his ſaid Eſtate with 4000 /. Portion for each of them. | ; 

The ſaid Eſtate being much incumbred, a great part thereof was extended, and poſſeſſed by Creditors, after 
the Death of the ſaid Earl, and the Counteſs of Clancarty, the now EarPs Mother, kept out of her Dower, 
or Thirds, from the time of his deceaſe, which happened in the Year 1676, until the Year 1682, at which 
timeYhe had Judgment to recover a third part of the ſaid Earl's Eſtate for her Dower, and thereby alſo reco- 
vered 6280 1. for her Damages for the detention of her ſaid Dower for ſo long a time. POE a> 

The ſaid Counteſs,at the requeſt of her Son,the now Earl of Clancarty,to whom ſhe was Guardian, paid ſeveral 
Debts, which were charged upon the ſaid Eſtate, and ingaged to pay 2000 1. part of the Marriage-Portion of 
the Lady Hellen, her Daughter, another Siſter of the preſent Earl of Clarcarty, left alſo unprovided for by 
her Father, which Sum of 2000 /. and the Debt ſo paid, and diſcharged as aforeſaid, amonnt to 5784 1. 175. 
8 4. as by the Report of the Atturney-General in /relard, and the Lords of the Treaſury in England ready to be 
produced, may appear. 

Before the ſaid Counteſs or Daughters could receive any of the ſaid ſeveral Sums or Portions, the ſaid Earl's 
Eſtate was ſeized into their Majeſties Hands, on account of the late Troubles. 

The Houſe of Lords in E7glard, in the Year 1690, had ſuch a conſideration for the Caſe of the ſaid Counteſs, 
and her Daughters, that they made a Proviſo for charging the ſaid Eſtate with the ſaid Counteſs's Debts, and 
4000 !. apiece to her three Daughters, in a Bill, then depending for veſting the Forfeitures of 1rel/and in his 
Majeſty, for the uſe of the War, but the Parliament was Prorogued before the ſaid Bill received the Royal 
Aſſent. 

The ſaid Counteſs thereupon petitioned his Majeſty in 1692, and an Order of Reference was thereupon 
made to the Atturney-General of 7reland ; and, on his Report, a Reference to the Lords of the Treaſury in 
England ;, who reported the ſaid Counteſs right to 6280 /. for detention of her Dower, and alſo to the ſaid 
57841. 175. $84. which fo ſatisfied his Majeſty of the Juſtice and Equity of her Pretenſions, that on the 
23th Day of March, 169:. he was graciouſly pleaſed to order the ſaid Sums to be paid her out of the Rents 
and Profits of the ſaid forfeited Eſtate ; which Order meeting with unuſual and unexpected Delays in Treland, 
her late Majeſty, of ever bleſſed Memory, gave the ſaid Counteſs a Letter, under her Royal Signet, or Sign 
Manual, bearing Date the 1 1 Day of Fly, 1693, to paſs Patent, in order to receive the ſaid ſeveral Sums 
out of the ſaid forfeited Eſtate ; and likewiſe gave Aſſurances, that the ſaid Counteſs's three Daughters ſhould 
each have the ſame Portion of 4000 /. as was deſigned them, and as ſhe gave to her eldeſt Daughter ; but be- 
fore the ſaid Counteſs, or her ſaid Daughters could have any benefit of the ſaid Grants, or prevail to have 
the ſame paſs the Seals, the whole Eſtate was granted to the Lord Woodſtock, who had better ſucceſs in paſ- 
ſing Patent, without any the leaſt proviſion for the ſaid Counteſs or Daughters, or any notice taken of her 
ſaid Grants, or of ſeveral Caveates:entered againſt the ſaid Lords paſſing Patent of the ſaid Eſtate.

HAT his Father, Sir 24ichael Mitchell, when the Earl of 7 yrconrel firſt began to Ruine 
the Proteſtant and Engliſh Intereſt in Jreland, was Impriſoned, and otherwiſe bar- 
barouſly uſed, for adhering to that Intereſt, and ſecuring the Records and Flite of the 
City of Dublin, of which he was one of the Eldeſt Magiſtrates. 
When His Majeſty*s happy Victorory at the Boyne ſet him at Liberty, he vigorouſly 
beſtirred himſelf, and animated his fellow-Citizens, to ſecure the Caſtle, and City 
Guards, and all the Publick Offices and Records there ; and by Arming themſelves, 
prevented the 7riſþ Soldiers, on their leaving the ſaid City, from committing the Deſtruction and Waſte 
they threatned.

Beſides which, he did many other eminent Services of great Toil and Expence, to the {mpoveriſhing his 
Family, particularly in furniſhing the A4itia with Arms, and in Palaſadoing and making the City Defenlible, 
when Sarsfield threatned with 2 flying Army to ſurprize and burn it ; yet never received the leaſt Reward 
for any of his Services : All which, and many other Particulars, is amply Teſtified under the Seal of the 
{aid City, and by ſeveral Perſons of Quality and Credit. 

Theſe Services induced the City to continue him Lord-Mayor for Two Years, while their Dangers and 
Troubles laſted ; and His Majeſty, in Contideration of his many good Services, and great Sullerings, was 
graciouſly pleaſed to grant him a Forfeited Eſtate, as former Kings had done to other active Magiſtrates on 
like Occaſions, (with proviſo the ſaid Sir Michael made out His Majeſty's Title to it.

N the Year 96, having been by the Diſaftefted Party, whole Company he then trequented, made acquainted with 
the horrid Deſign then on foot, to Afſaſſinate the King's moſt Sacred Perſon, and introduce a Foreign Power into 
this Kingdom, he had no ſooner colle&ed Circumſtances enough to juſtify the Truth of what he ſhould diſcover ; 
but he went to Major-General Leveſon, and defird him to acquaint the King with it : Whereupon His Majeſty, 

n the Fiiday before that dercſtable Deſign on His Royal Perſon was to have been pur in Execution, ſent the Major- 
Genera! to him to bring him to Xenſmgron, where, at Twelve at Night, in the King's Cloſet, my Lord Portland and the 
Major-General only prefeat, he gave the King an Account of the whole Conſpiracy , which His Majeſty was pleas'd to 
thank him for, promis'd him Hts Royal Protection, and that He would make his Fortune. 

He allo took the liberty ar the fame time to tel! His Majeſty, That his humble Opinion was, That the ſureſt way to 
Cercit and apprehend the Confpirators, would be tor His Majeſty ro go out a Hunting the next Morning ; becaule, if he 
did fo, they would go our of London abour "Three or Four in the Afternoon to Turnham-Green, and Places adjacent, which 
were appointed for the Rendezyouz, whither they were to repair in ſmall Numbers, and where they might eaſily be 
furprizd by ſome Horle ana Dragoons, which might be order'd for that purpoſe. "This Advice the King lſeem'd to ap- 
prove of, and had it been follow'd, would have pur all the Confpirators into the King's Hands, and have favd Him a 
great deal of Money. | 

Immediately after this, he made Depolitions of his Diſcovery before Sir William Trumball, then Secretary of State z with- 
out which he preſumes the Lords of the Privy-Council would have been to ſeek for want of the uſual way of proceeding 
by Depotitions upon Oath to Apprehend the Conſpirators : becaule Sir Thomas Pendergras, who had perhaps been as 
early as himſelf in diſcovering the Conſpiracy to His Majeity, had, without making any Depolitions of his Diſcovery, 
abſented himlelf, and oblig'd the King to the Expence of 10001. to Apprehend him': So thir it is moſt evident, that the 
Erik Proclamacion, by vertue whereof feveral of che Confpirators were ſeiz'd, was iſſu'd our upon his Depoſitions, and no: 
upon the Information Sir T homas Pendergras had givea the King, which, as Mr. Porter can reftify, mult needs have been 
very dark and imperte&, and far ſhort ot his Depoitcions atorelaid. 

In the Lift of the Conlpirators Names, which he gave in upon Oath before Sir William Trumball, and which he had 
ſeveral Days before given to Major-General Levefon to thew the King, Captain Boys and Captain Xnightly were mention'd ; 
who being put into the firſt Proclamarion, and taken, diſcover'd more of the Confſpirators; upon whica a ſecond Procla- 
mation was [{1u'd out, wherein Mr. Harris, one of King James's Guards, and then lately ſent from France, was, amongſt 
others, inſerted : who thereupon ſurrendring himlielt, diſcover d more of the Conſpirators, and was the occaſion of a third 
Proclamation, whereby yet more of them were Apprehended. From all which it is manifeſt, That his ſaid Depoſitions be- 
fore Sir William Trumball were the Original and Chict means of the deteCting that damnable Conſpiracy. 

And here he defires leave to obſerve, That the only Motive which excited him to make the Diſcovery aforeſaid , was 
oaly to prevent the M:ſchiets that threaten'd the King and the Nation ; nor can he be ſuſpected to have done it out of 

; "apprehenſion of what might happen to himſelf, fince he could not fn the leaſt diſtruſt char any. prior Diſcovery had been 
made : For when he inſiſted to the Privy-Council to be excus d from appearing as an Evidence againſt his unhappy Ac- 
quainrance, (as he was promisd by Major-General Leveſon that he ſhould ). he was anſ{wer'd, Thar they had no Witneſles 
to make it clear to the World, nor to convict the Confpirators without him : So that he knew nothing of Sir Thomas 
Pendergras's Diſcovery, till he ſaw him give his Evidence againlt Charnock, King, and Keys.

All which confider'd, he moſt humbly hopes, Thar it che Act of Reſumption ſhould Paſs, and his Grant thereby 
come to be vacated, the Honourable the Houſe of Commons will conſider the Greatneſs of his Services, and make ſuch

Inſomuch that what his Majeſty moſt graciouſly intended as a Bountiful 
Reward for his Services, has hitherto oniy prov'd a orear Expence and Burthen

H AT his ſaid Grand-father Sir Rebert Tyrrell, ſometime about the Year 16409, 
ſold all except about 30 /. per 4n. of his Eſtate in Emgland,and retired into Ireland 
with about Three or Four Thoufand Pounds in Money, with which he pur- 
chaſed an Eſtate, or Eflates, in Fee, in or about the Parithes, Towns or 
Hamlets of FXnock Aney, and Hoſpital in the County of Limerick in treland ; 
the Cliief Manſion-Houſe being call'd the ZZoſpital anciently, and now the 

Knights Houſe ; but he lett the ſaid Theophilus Tyrrel!'s Father behind him in England. 

Sir Robert Tyrrell lived in Treland till the great Rebellion there, about the Year 1645, 
when being a Proteſtant, as his Sons after him always were, and the faid Theophilus now is, 
firm and Loyal to the reſpcQive Governments wherein they lived; which is well known to 
ſeveral of the Members of this Honourable Houſe, and ſeveral of the Nobility and Gentry in 
this Kingdom, who have ſigned a Certificate, Thar the ſaid Theophilus is the only Lawtul Heir 
of Sir Robert Tyrrell, as above, which is now ſent into /relard. 

That the ſaid Sir Robert faw his Houſe fired, his Goods ſeized ; and he being deſtiznte of 
living, fled into England again, where immediately after he died at New-Market in Suffolk, in 
a low Condition, An. Dom. 1645. 

Afﬀeer that Rebcllion, rhe ſaid Eſtate was enjoyed by the Family of the Rice's, Roman Catho- 
licks ; and the lait of them, Rice, being activein the late Reb<llion, forteited the faid 
Eſtate to the Crown of Fng/and, and the fame was to feized, and is now, by the late Act tor Sale of 
Forfeited Eſtates in /reland, become velted in the Truitees there : Bur the Eſtate in Law being 
all along in the ſaid Theophilus, the faid Kice's having been Tort ouſly polleis'd of, and fo holding 
the fame, which was never Conveyed by the faid Sir Robert Tyrredl,, as will appear by his Will :

The ſaid Theophilus being of the Engliſh Family of the Tyrrells, and Proteſtants, alwa 
living in England, and no ways a kin to the Tyrrells in Ireland, who are moſt, if x 
Papiſts, of which laſt was Sir Edward Tyrrell, Knt. whoſe Forfeited Eſtate appe. - 
very near the Eſjlate the ſaid Theophilus ſues for, aud concerning which there 1s a

| os HE City of Londonderry, fince it was firſt Built, has been always a Refuge 
and Defence to the Proteſtants in that Kingdom, and very Fatal to their 
Enemies, as by many Inſtances might be ſhewn. It was remarkably ſo 
in that long, Bloudy War which began there in the Year 1641. when ſo 
many Thouſand Proteſtants were barbaroutly Mafſacred and Deſtroyed by 
the Jriſþ all over that Kingdom ; no other Place of Note, beſides D#bliz, in all Tre- 
land, held ont for the Proteſtants at that time, of whom it ſaved many. 

I T has been Eminently ſo again on this late Happy Revolution, as cannot be for- 
gotten z Nor of what Importance its Services and Sufterings were to theſe Kingdoms, 
and the Proteſtant Intereſt; That when all lookt Deſperate in {reland, the whole 
Kingdom, the Sword, and all Power in Popiſh Hands, the Proteſtants all diſarm'd and 
diſcouraz'd, and a General Maſſacre of them a// greatly fear'd, and believ'd very nigh 
them. as before in 1641. 

I ondonderry, tho ina weak Condition, and 111 provided at that time, yet to ſave 
what it could in ſuch Danger, was the Firlt Place that appear'd in that Kingdor, laid all 
at Stake, and gave the Firſt Check to the Popiſh Power there, when it ſhut up its Gates 
againſt them, on the Seventh of December 1688, and ſtood from thence-forward on its 
Defence, till the end of the Siege, the laſt Day of July 1689, about Eight Months toge- 
ther. and near Four of them, in that Memorable Siege, wherein the Great GOD {to fignaliy 
own'd it, in its wonderful Preſervation and Defence againſt all potiitble Diſcouragements, 
the Charge of all which it bore on its Own Head, which it has funk under to this day. 

I T was Fatal to the Iriſh every way.it broke all their Meaſures, and ruin'd all their De- 
ſigns, and ſo Baffi'd and Conſum'd the beſt of their Troops, as they never after retriev'd it. 
It ſtood in the Gap for theſe Kingdoms, and prevented the coming over of all thoſe 
Iriſh and French Forces, with what had enſued, and made the Reduction of #relrn! far 
more eaſje and cheap, than it could otherwiſe have been. It kept a Footing in that 
Kingdom, which had been otherwiſe quite loſt, and faved many Proteſtants that fled thi- 
ther for Refuge. 

Its Loſſes, Disburſements and Dammage by all this, (beſides Perſonal Sufferings, hardly 
to be expreſt) has been exceeding great, and of a {ingular and extraordinary Nature, and 
amounted (as on a moderate Computation appear'd ) to the Sum or Value of about 
30000. Sterling, (the ruin'd Houſes by the Siege being about one half thereof) by all 
which it has been reduced toa poor and ruinous Condition, as is ſtill too apparent, and 
having lain under its Miſeries ſo long, till the Wars are now ended : In hopes of rnding 
then the happy Effedts of what it has undergone, Does by its Petition, in the Name of 
thc Mayor, Commonalty and Citizens thereof, to this Honourable Houſe of Commons,

HE Mayor, Commonalty and Citizens of the City of Londonderry, having, by 
a Petition lately preferr'd unto us, ſet forth the Great Loſſes, Disburſements, 
and Sufferings by them ſuſtained in the late Revolution, and great Debts contratFed on 
the Publick Account, by their early Securing and Fortifying that Place, for Their Maje- 
ſties and the Proteſtant Intereſt, Buying of Arms, Ammunition, and Subſeſting with 
Proviſions, Cloaths, and other Neceſſaries, thoſe that were in that Garriſon, for its 
Defence, during the Siege ;, and that a great Part of their City and Suburbs were Ruined 
aud Deſtroyed thereby, and for Defence of the Place, to their great Impoveriſhment, 
praying us to Recommend them to Tour Excellency as proper Obje#s of His Majeſty's 
fury Favour, to be Conſidered by His Majeſty, as he in his Royal Wiſdom ſhould 
#PDink fit. 
humbly lay before Your Excellency, That we have Conſidered the Matters in the 
Petition contained, and Carefully Examined a Particular State or Account, produced 
before us, of the Extraordinary Loſſes, Disburſements, and Debts contraFed by the 
Inhabitants of the ſaid City, from November, 1688, on the Grounds and Occaſions 
in the Petition ſet forth, and do find that the ſame doth amonnt to a very great Summ. 
And being very ſenſible how well that City hath deſerved by its Eminent Services and 
Sufferings, that were of ſo great Importance to theſe Kingdoms, and the whole Prote- 
ſtant Intereſt. 
Ie therefore humbly deſire, That Tour Excellency would be Pleaſed to lay 
the Petitioners Caſe before His Sacred Majeſty, and to Recommend 
the ſame in the moſt EffeFual manner to his Princely Conſideration. And 
that Your Excellency would be alſo Pleaſed to take Notice therein of 
David Cairnes,Eſ/q; a Member of that City, and one of their now Repre- 
ſentatives in Parliament, in Regard of his Early Services, in the firſt 
Securing the ſaid City againſt the Triſh, and ſeveral hazardous Four- 
neys made by him, in order to the Relief of the ſame, and his Great

r | {HE Services and Sufferings of the ſaid City on the late 
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Happy Revolution are ſufhciently known, and have 
| been acknowledg'd by the Repeated Votes and Addre(- 
| ſes of the Honourable Honſes of Commons both in Exgland and Ire- 
land : . And in particular, by the Votes in England, of April g. 
1698, their Disburſemenis and Lofles for. the Publick 
Service, were, (on a moderate Computation) allow'd to amount 
to about 3ocoo /. Burt th.c want or 2 proper Fund has hitherto 
been the Reaſon that no Compeniation has been made for the 
ſame: So that to th's Day, great part oi its Suburbs, and many 
Houſes, even within the Walls, ly in Rubbiſh; the Inhabitants 
thereof, by what they have Undergone tor ſecuring and 
defending that important Plce, being reduc'd to great Poverty, 
and rendred unable to re-bui!d ther. 

AND in regard that the preſerving that Place (at fo criti- 
cal a Juncture} prevented the {rijþ Army trom being tranſpor- 
ted to Ergland or Scotland, and conlequently kept Emngland 
Quiet at Home, and made the Reduction of {re/and much more 
ealie, both in reſpeC&t of Bloud and Treaſure. 

AN D the faid City being the only Place in that Part 
of Ireland, to which Proteſtants in time of Eminent Danger 
can reſort, the Relief it gave them on the late Revolution 
not being the firſt Inſtance thereof: For in the Bloody Mal- 
ſacre of 1641, the ſaid City was likewiſe a Refuge to Thou- 
ſands of Poor Proteſtants. 


Wherefore the Inhabitants of the ſaid City do humbly hope, 
That now the Forfeitures of Ireland are deſigned to be 
appropriated for the Publick Service, that their Extraor- 
dinary Caſe will be by this Honourable HonJe compaiſio- 
nately conſidered. 


An Abſtralt of the 
CASE of the 
City of Londonderry. 


The Perſonal Sufferings in the Siege of London=Derry, being 
' but generally touch'd in the Petition and Caſe, it may not 
be unfit to take ſome further View thereof in the Heads that 
here follow, 4 WL 31 4} 
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HERE was, in the Firſt place, in that City, a huge multitude of 

' all ſorts, Men, Women, and Children, many of them driven or 

fled in thither, from all parts, for fear of the Enemy, who having 

Loſt or Abandon'd, or been Robb'd of all they had, though they 

formerly lived well, had nothing left to Subſi{t on, nor any where 

to Lodge, but were forc'd to ſeek to others (in Diſtreſs alſo themſelves) and to depend 
on their Benevolence and Charity. 


Il. WHEN the tj Army drew near to Inveſt the City, all the chief Officers, 
and Men of Experience in Martial Afairs, went away, and forlook them, and many 
more with them for Ergland, orelſe-where ; and all the Forces ſent over at that time 
with Collonel Crmnineham and Richards tor their Relief, return'd {uddenly from thence 
without Landing, back again to Exgl/and, all looking on the Cate of that poor City, and 
the People therein, as altogether Delperate and Hopelets. 


Hl. WHEN fo many Thouſands of People, who lived befere in great Plenty, 
(being there crowded and pent up together within thoſe Walls) were in a liitle time Re- 
duc'd to that Miſerable Want as to Eat the Vileſt of Food, Dogs, Cats, Rats, Hories, Tal- 
low, Tann'd Hides, Starch, and the like, and many Periſhed tor lack even of that Mite- 
rable Sultenance, that could no wile obtain it. 


IV. W HEN at the ſame time they were Torne aſunder, and Deſtroyed in every 
part of the City by the Enemies Bombs and Cannon, Death met them at every Corner, 
and in thei: Cloſets and Bed-Chambers, they could be no where Secure : Even Water it 
ſelf could not be had to many without Hazard of Life. 


V. WHEN at the ſame time they were ſwept away daily, in great Numbers, by 
a malignant Feaver, that then Raged among them, occaſ1on'd from the Baſe Food, and 
{1l Lodging, want of Reſt, the Noiſome Stench and Diſmal Sights, Noile of Cannon 
and Cries of the Sick and Wounded, continual fear of Death or of Famine, or falling 
into their Enemies hands, the daily Loſs of their neareſt Relations and Friends before 
their eyes, whom they were not able to help,nor women to {ſupport their poor infants ; and 
other Miſeries they were under that cannot be expreſs'd, that they Died to faſt, at length, 
25 there could ſcarce be found room to Interr them, even the Back-f1des and Gardens 
were fill'd up with Graves, and tome thrown in Cellars ; ſome whole Families were in- 
tirely Extinct, and others from many, brought to a very tew, and thole in a very Miſera- 
ble Condition. 


VI. WHEN at the fame time, to the great Grief and Aſroniſhment of thoſe poor 
People, they beheld the Supplies and Forces {ent over from Ee/:7d under, the Command 
of Major-General K3rke,for their Relief, lye looking on in their Ships tor about Six Weeks 
together, without ever attempting in the leaſt to Relieve them, though they made all the 
Signals they could of their being Reduc'd to the very laſt Extremity, as they truly were 
at that time, which was greatly Diſcouraging, and try'd their Patience extreamly. 


* VI. WHEN at the ſame time they were daily offered, by the late King or 
his Chief Officers there, ſuch Terms and Conditions to Surrender the City, as it could not 
be thonght they would ever have Refus'd ; which, notwithſtanding all the Miſeries they 
endur'd, and great Danger they were in, and no appearance of Aid, they Rejected to 
the laſt ; the Cauſe they Suffer d for, and great Encouragements they recerv'd from the 
Proceedings of the Parliament in England, and the Fatal Conſequences like to enſue to 
theſe Kingdoms, it they gave up the Place, prevailing with them above all Temptations 
whatever, When after near Four Months Sutfterings in that Miſerable Condition, it pleaſed 
GOD at length to Deliver ther, when the Enemy broke up ther Siege. But the Pelteged 
had then nothing left to Return to, or Subſiſt on. And have, many of them, had but a 
Sorrow Time ever fince, and if not now Reliev'd, muſt Deſpair thereof t1}l they Die.

IF N December 1688. Colonel Baker leſt his Family and Concerns in the County of Lonth, 
2 and went tothe North-to join the Proteſtants there, who were in Arms, to endeavour 
| ( ifpoſſible) to keep that part of the Kingdom in obedience to the Crown of England ; 
ou but finding they were not able to refit the numbers of the Iriſh that daily poured down 
on them, and rhe faid Coll. Baker being refolved, as much as in him lay, to be ſerviceable to 
the Crown of Eng/and, he with a contiderable number of the faid Proteſtants, retired into 
the City of Londonderry, where he was choſen Commander in Chief of all the Forces in that 
Cicy ; who managed all things with that Integrity, Induſtry, and Prudence, that the preſer- 
vation of that City was chietly owing (under God Almighty) to his Courage and Condutt ; 
and by conſequence, the reducing the reft of the Kingdom made much more caſic than other- 
wiſe it would have been: The many Colds he had contracted by his conſtant attending on 
the Walls of the Town, ſtruck him into a violent Feaver, but being on the Recovery, and re- 
ceiving Intelligence thatthe 1riſb Army defigned to make a very vigorous Attack on the Town, 
and thinking his Preſence there abſolutely neceflary to encourage the Men, and to giveſuch 
zeceſſary Orders as ſhould be convenient, he went out and ſtayed on the Walls all that 
Night, next Morning came to his Lodging, relapſed and died in few days, before the Siege 
was raiſed, to the great Grief of the whole City. 

His Majeſty and her late Majeſty the Queen of ever Bleſſed Memory, being truly ſenſible 
of the Great and Eminent Services and Sufferings of the ſaid Colonel Henry Baker, did in 
Conſideration thereof, and to preſerve his Wite and Four Children from ſtarving , by Letters 
Patents under the Great Seal of Engiand, bearing date the 2d day of November 1689, Grant 
unto Arn Baker, the Widow and Reli& of the faid Colonel Baker, a yearly Penſion of 
.coÞÞ. Sterling tor the pretent Support and Maintenance of her and the Children ſhe had by 
Colonel Baker, payable out of the Treaſury in Z»gland, which was to continue until ſuch time 
as their Majeſties ſhould provide better for them out of the Forfeited Eſtates in Ireland, 

Their Majelties ſtill retaining a juſt Senſe of the ſaid Colonel Baker's Services, and in 
conſideration of the Surrender of the ſaid Penſion of 3co /. per aw. Did, by Letters Pattents 
under the Great Seal of Ire/and, bearing date the 13th Day of November 1694. Grant unto 
Fobn Baker and his Heirs for ever, a forfeited Eſtate of Nicho/as Gernen in the County of 
Louth, of the yearly value of 300 /. per ann. ſubject to 800 /, Sterl. for Portions for the Brother 
and Siſters of the ſaid 'Zob» Baker; and to a Rent Charge of 5o /. per azn. to the Widow of 
the late Proprietor, and the Daughter of the ſaid late Proprietor claims a Portion by ſettle- 
ment of 330 7, out of the ſaid Eſtate ; by all which it appears, that the Children of the 
ehe ſaidLol. Baker ( being four Infants) have hardly at preſent ſufficient to maintain them 
out of che Profits of the ſaid Eſtate j the truth of all which will more particularly appear by 
the Caſe of the ſaid Fob7 Baker, proved upon Oath before the late Commiſſioners for enquiring 
rnto the forfeited Eſtates in Ireland, and by their Report to Parliament, to which for more 
certainty they refer. | 

Therefore the ſaid Fob» Baker in behalf of himſelf, his.Prother and Siſters, do hope the 
Honaurable Houfe of Commons will take their Particular Caſe, and their Fathers Eminent 
SCrVices into their Conſideration. | 

And in regard their Father loſt his Liſe and all his Subſtance,-( which confiſted in a confi- 
derable Stock of Cattel of all forts, Corn, and other Perſonal Eſtate) and was ſo very eminent- 
ly Serviceable in the Preſervation of that part of [rel/and, in obedience to the Crown of Eng- 
/:nd, they will not reſume the ſaid Grant made to them by their Majeſties, which is all they 
have to depend upon for their Support and Maintenance, and is all the Reward they ever 
received for their Father's Services; their Friends having been at conſiderable Charges in pal- 
ting and obtaining the ſaid Grant for them, and che rather, for that the Penſion of 300. per an, 
being BIYen as a Reward for their Father's Services in the War of Ireland, and that Penſion 
being lurrendered in Conſideration of the aforementioned Grant, they may ina great Meaſure

HAT at the Feginning of the Late Happy Revolution, vis in December, 88. The Inhabitants of Londonderry ſhut up their Gates againſt the Ear] of Tirconnel and 
his 1ri/þ Forces, and together with the Gentlemen of the ſeveral Counties in Ulſter and Connanght, Declared for his Highneſs the then Prince of Orange, and the Intereſt of 
England, and thereupon ſent Commiſſioners to his Highnels, and acquainted him with their Proceedings. 
That His Preſent Majeſty, by Letters dated the 10th. of February, 88. to my Lord Monnt Alexander, afſures them of Succours, approves and encourages their putting them- 
ſelves ina Poſture of Defence, againſt the Illegal Pradtices of the Papiſts there, and at the ſame time ſent them Commillions for railing ſeveral Regiments, with Commiſſton 
to Col. L undie, to be Governour of Derry, and ſome Store'of Arms and Ammunition. 

"That purſuant to thoſe Commilſtons my Lord Mount Alexander, Sir Arthur Radeing, Mr. Sheffingion, my Lord Blaney and others, formed ſeveral Regiments of the Proteſtants of Ulſter 
and Cornanught, who at ſeveral times, tho' greatly over-numbred, diſputed the Intereſt of Exgland with the Popiſh Army with great Succeſs, till at Claudy upon the River Finn, part of 
the ſaid Forces being attacked by the Body of the 1rih Army who had unexpectedly forded there, were then defeated and diſperſed. 

Whereupon a reſolute Part of them retreated to Londonderry, with purpoſe to defend that Hold, being the laſt in Ireland, ſave Inskilling, and there formed themſelves into Regiments. 

That during the Siege the ſaid Officers and Soldiers defended the {aid City with great Vigor and Conſtancy, fo that the Number of the Enemy that fell, and were taken by Sallies, 
were computed at more than goco Men. 

That during the faid Siege the ſaid Officers and Soldiers were plundered of all, their Houſes burnt, their Corn deſtroyed, their Lands waſted, and their Plantations cut down, while 
thoſe that ſubmitted to the Jate King were protected in their Poſleſlions. 

T hat extream Want and Famine enſuing in the ſaid City, the ſaid Officers and Soldiers, and ſuch Inhabitants as remain'd, were reduced to great Want and Miſery ; ſo that.of 120c0 
that dyed in that Garriſon the greateſt part were ſtarved, leaving their Widows, with numerous Fatherleſs Children, and the Survivours forced to eat Horle-Flelh, Horſe-Blood, Dogs, 
Cats, Rats, Tallow, Salt and Dryed Hides, Starch-Graves or Tallow-Preſlings and Sea-wreck, &c. and ſuch Food at a ſtinted Allowance ; there not remaining thereof when the City 
was reli:zved, ſuticiznt forabove two or three Days, by which all the ſaid Garriſon were very much enfeebled and almoſt ſtarved, yet their Reſolutions for the Enzliſh Intereſt no wile abated. 

That the Enemy teing exaſperated at the Steddine(s of the Beſieged, and enconraged by the deplorable Necellities within, drove down all the Ancient Perſons, Women and Children 
they couid find in the Countries thereabouts to a vaſt Number, under the Walls of ſaid City, which were of the near Kindred of the faid Garriſon, and ſent Word to the Beſteged that 
they would fire upon them till the City ſhould take them in. 

That the Belieged thereupon cauſed Gallowſes to be erected upon the Walls of the Town, and ordered all their Priſoners to prepare for Death, and ſent Word to the ri Army of their full 
Intentions to execute them inſtantly ; whereapon they permitted thoſe Men, Women and Children to ſhift for themſelves, and the Beſieged defiſted from their {aid Intentions. 

The General of the IrijÞ Army thereupon proferred Articles, wherein were contained, That they that would ſhould be encouraged in the late King James's Service, thoſe that would 
live in Town to have their free Liberty of Goods, &*c. and Religion ; and ſuch as would go home, ſafe guarded and be reſtored to all formerly lolt, both ky the Juſtices of Peace and 
alio by their Army, who would do them iught, and reprile for them what was taken from them and carried into the Mountains or otherwiſe, and upon Treaty thereupon engaged tull 
Pardon, and Reſtitution of all things, Liberties, Priviledges and Religion ; all which the Beſieged ( preferring the Intereſt of England ) notwithſtanding their then preſent Wants, Dan- 
gers and Miſeries, refuſed to accept, tho' no other Proſpect attenccd then but ſtarving, or the Sword without Quarter. | 

That Their Majeſties by their Declaration, dated 224. Feb. 88, among{t other things, were gracioutly picated to declare, that the Iriſbþ Lands and Eſtates of all ſuch as ſhould then 
after by Law, be forteited to Their Vajeſties, ſhou!d by Their Majeſties be diſtributed and diſpoſed to thoſe that ſhould be aiding and afliſting in the Reduction of that Kingdom. 

That in Avgrft 89. the Town being providentially relieved, the ſaid Regiments were broke by Col. Kirk, at a Court Marital by him held the 7th. of the fame Month, 

That His Vajeſty was gracioully pleaſed by his Letter of the 16th. Auguſt C9. to Col. Walker and Col. MichclLourne, Governours of Londonderry, to commend their Services, and to 
bid the Command:rs jn Chiet and themſelves rely on His Majeſties Royal Favour toward them, and thereby commanded the ſaid Governours in His Name, to aſſure the faid Officers, 
Soldiers and Inhabitants of Recompence, as not to repent their ſai4 Services and Sufferings. : 

That Ris Majeſty by His Gracious Warrant, dated the 16th. September, 89. was pleaſed again to expreſs His Satisfaction in the Courage and Loyalty of the ſaid Officers and Soldiers in 
ferry, and thereby directed them to be formed into three Regiments of Foot, as other Regiments then in 1reland ; and therebv ordered, that all that were Officers in Derry at the time of the 
jaid Court Marſhal, and not provided for in the ſaid three Regiments, ſhould be added to the ſaid Regiments, as Sup:rnumerary or Reformed Officers, and to be 1n full Pay as in their Jaſt 
QuaJuyges, til] diſpoled of to their greater Advantage, and no other to be preferred till all the ſaid Derry Officers were ſo provided for, ſaving thoſe of Col. Baker's Regiment who were betore 
broke, and which were thereby ordered to be provided for equally with the reſt ſo broken at the ſaid Court Marſhal. | 

That their Lordſhip's the Committee for the Tr; Afﬀairs, by their Warrant to the Lords of the Treaſury, dated the 8th. Fannary, 89. reciting, That whereas His Majeſty had ordered 
the {aid three Regiments to be formed as aforeſaid, and had declared his Pleaſure that they ſhould be paid, together with the {aid Supernumerary Officers, from 1/2. OFober 89. with the 
reſt of the ſaid Regiments in Jreland, They the ſail Lords, the Committee by His Majeſties Command, defired the Lords of the Treaſury to furniſh Mr. Harboard, Pay-Maſter of His 
Majeſties Forces 11 Jrelaud with Monies for that Service. = 

That His Majeity by His Gracious Warrant to his Grace the Duke of Schomberge, dated the 27th. February 89. Wherein His Majeſty is again pleaſed to mention the good Services 
»f the Derry Officers, and that His Majeſty had ordered an Eſtabliſhment to be made of their Pay, which was thereby tranſmitted to his Grace, His Myeſty did thereby direct Pay- 
nent to be made to the ſaid Regiments and Supernumerary Olhcers from time to time, as to the reſt of the Army under his Grace's Command. 

That by Report made to Her late Majeſty of Bleſſed Memory, dated the 28h. May, 91. by my Lord Marquis of Carmarthen, Preſident, Earl of Bridgewater, Earl of Nottingham and 
Sir Henry Goodrick ({ on the Humble Petition of the ſame Officers and Soldiers ) the Pay of the ſaid Reformed Officers from the Time of the ſaid Siege, and during ſuch Time as they 
'bould continue in His Majeſties Service, was by them ſetled ; and in purſuance thereof, and by Her Majeſties Special Command, by Two Reports, One dated the 1/7. March, 91. and 
the other 21/7. of April, 92. from Mr. Charles Fox to the Lords of the Treaſury, their Pay was ſtated trom the 51h. February, 88. (the Time which they took up Arms ) to the 12th. 
Anguſt, &3. viz. Till the Time the City of Loxdonderry was relieved. 

That the Honouravle the Commons of England in Parliament Afembled, as appears by their Journals of the 9th. April, 98. upon the Petition of the Mayor, Commonalty and Ci- 
tizens of Derry did Reſolve, that rhe Services and Sufferings of the ſaid City were very Eminent, and of great Conſequence to His Majeſties Service and the Preſervation of the Three 
Kingdoms, that in regard thereof, the ſaid City had well deſerved to be conſidered, and to have ſome Special Mark of His Majeſties Bounty, for a Laſting Monument to Poſterity, and 
thereupon Ordered an Addreſs to be drawn vp to His Majeſty. 

That by rhe {aid Journals of 234. of Juze, 98. It appears, an Addreſs was drawn up accordingly, wherein the Honourable then Commons of England moſt Humbly Repreſented to 
His Majeſty, the great Loſſes, Services an\l Sufterings of the ſid City, Governour and Garriſon, Praying His Majeſty would be Gracioutly pleaſed to make ſome Compenſation to the {aid 
City, Governour and Garriſon, by ſuch Means and in ſuch Manner as His Majeſty in His Princely Wiſdom ſhould think fit, 

That by the ſajzd Journals 29h. Jurc, 98. Tt appears, that His Majeſty having been attended with the ſaid Addre(s, touching the ſaid City, Governour and Garriſon, His Majeſty 
was pleaſcd to ſay, He would tzke them into Conſideration, according to the Deſire of the Houſe. | 

That purſuanily His Majeſty has been Petitioned, but the ſaid Governour, Officers and Soldiers, not being admitted Ly the Commiſſioners by the Late At, For Taking, Examining 
and Determining the Debts due to the Army, &c. to be Comprrehended within the Words of the ſame Act ; and no cther Provifion being made for them, are till without 
Relief. | 


Wherefore, The ſaid Governour, Officers and Solfiers do with all Humility, lay their ſaid Services and Sufferings before this Honourable Houſe, Hoping, That ſome Early Proviſion 
will be made for them, towards the Stating and Satisfying their ſaid Arrears.

The other OQut-works were made after the Siege bezan, and the Soldiers of each 
Regiment performed that voluntarily with the fame alacrity with which they de- 
fended the City. 

As to Proviſions, the Inhabitants of Derry were ſuſtained by the Country Provi- 
fions, as they were defended by the Aris of the Country. 

As to Arms and Ammunition. 1f any was provided beftides what was taken from 
the Enemy, and what was {ent from England, there was five times the proportion 
defc after the Siege was rais'd, of what was before the War began. 

And as to Cloaths, thoſe fortunate Men, who hazarded themſelves for the De. 

fence of their Country, were not ſoJlicitous for either Pay or Cloaths, when they 
every moment ventured their Lives for the Publick ; and it any private Perſons 
contracted Debts during the Siege, they have paid the ſame. 

And the Mayor and Aldermen of Derry have particularly Certified for Colonel 
Mitchelburn's Regiment under the Common Seal, dated Febr. the 2d. 1690. 


Therefore it is hambly hoped this Eioncurable Houſe wilt own thoſe who were real

H AT the Officers, Soldiers, and others of the Garriſons of 

Londonderry and Enniskilling, did in the Year 1689. at the 

utmolt Peril of their Lives, and Detriment and Loſs of 

their Eſtates, expoſe themſelves in Defence of thoſe Two 

Places, which in Conſequence contributed ſo much to the 

Recovery and Security of the Severeignty of the Crown of 

Enzland over that Kingdom. 

11. Thar His late Majeſty King H”i{liam did by His Declaration of the 2.2d of 
February 1688 g. Declarc ane Promiſe, That rhe Eſtates of all ſuch as perſiſted in 
the Rebellion in /reland, and came afterwards to be forfeited by Law, ſhould 
be diſtributed and diſpoſed of to thoſe Aiding and Aſiiſting in Reducing that 
Kingdom to its due Obedience. 

I{I. Trat the Parliament of England did afterwards diſpoſe of the forfeited 
Eſtates in /relazd to ſuch Ules as they thought Proper, withour fatisiying the 
Arrears of Pay, and other Sums due to the Petitioners. 

IV. That by ſeveral Warrants and Orders from King William and Queen Mary, 
and from Part of their Accounts ſtated by Charles Fex, Elq; as well as by 
the Payment of ſeveral Sums to thoſe who artended on the Treaſury, and on 
Mr. Hartoard, Pay maſter-General to the Six Enniskiiling and Three Londonderry 
Regiments, which were continued in the Scrvice, for Subſiſtance, before chey 
were put upon the Ettabliſhment; ir appears, that the Sums due co che aid 
Garriſons is conſidered and ſtated as a Debr on the Crown of England. 

V. That upon Application made to the Parliament of Ezeland, in the Year 
1705-6. rhe State of the Pay, due to the Garriſon of Lond:erry only, was laid 
before the Houle of Commons, who were tnercupon pleaſed ro appoint a 
Cominittce, who made their Reporr ro the Houſe, that they tound the Stare of 
the {laid Accompr to be true, as appears by the ſaid Report entered in the 
ſournals of the 22d of Ma:ch 105-6. 

VI. That having Pertirioned the Parliament of Ireland in the Year 1707. that 
Parliament was plcaſed ro Addreſs his Excellency the Earl of Pem5roke, then 
Lord Licurenant of that Kingdom, to lay the Services, Expences and Sufferings 
of the {aid Officers and Soldiers, and others of rhe {aid G.rriſons of T ondond:rry 
and Emnniskilling, before Her Majeſty, in order to their Relief ; which his 
Exccllency did, and was Graciouſly received by rhe Queen, who recommended 
the fame ro the Houſe of Commons by Mr. Secretary Harley, which was read 
in the Houſe, and entered in their Journal : But as that Seflion was then 
drawing to a Concluſion, nothing was done to their Satisfattion.

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Thus notwithſtanding frequent Applications made, yer have not the Petitioners 
been hitherto able ro obrain Satisfaction of the Arrears of Pay, and other 
Expences, on Account of thoſe fo ſeafonable and eminent Services, to the 
untpeakable Derriment of ſo many Families now deprived of all other Hope of 
Relief, than in that of the Juſtice and Compallion of the Commons of Greas 
Britain.

HAT the Siege of Loadoz-Derry being ratfed , Major-General Kyjrt (at the Court-Martiai 
held the 7th of Azgu/f, 1689.) broke ſeveral Regiments of the Garifon, and compleated the 
Regiment, above-mentioned, 13 Companies, according to the Numbers then on the Eſtabliſh- 
ment (which was agrecable to His Majetty's Warrant of the 16th of Seprember following.) The 
Major General being then Chiet Commander of His Majeſty*s Forces in Ire/and, gave the Othcers New 
Commullions, and commandcd the Regiment to the Frontier Garriſon of I»zzskilling , where they ſerved 
teveral Months before an Eltabliſhment was made tor them : (The Eitabliſhment for the Army of Ire/and not. 
COMMENCINS tUll the trtt of Jaxzary, 1689.) In which Interval the Officers have been allow'd no Pay, 

being 147 Days. 


That an Eſtabliſhment was not made for the Regiment from the Day they were new Commiſſion'd and 
Compleated, as above, 1s preſum”d did nor proceed from any Fault in the Regiment ; neither did the want 
of an Eitabliihment make their Service lefs valuable, or the Officers leſs careful in the Diſcharge of their 
Duty. And believing that an Account {tated for that Service might be ſufficient to ſupply the want of an 
Eſtabliſhment Cas it has done with the 15 Companies that Major General Kyzrt added to the "Three Old 
Regiments at their Landing near Lo-492-Derry, in order to raiſe that Siege, who have been long fince 
clear oft tor the time they ſerved) Application was made for a ſtated Account, for the faid 147 Days 
before the Eitabliſhment.

+ That this Regiment (by Commiſſions from His Majelty then Prince of Orazge) was Raiſed and Arm'« 
before the 13th of February, 16S8. without putting his Majeſty, or the Nation, to any Charge, and faith- 
iully ferved rhe Prelent Government in the Defence of the City of Louaen-Derry, during its long and miſerable 
Siege. "That rhe Officers being hitherto allow*d no Pay for the Service - of the Siege, nor for the 147 Days 
atter it (from the Dates of their New Commitſions, to the Date of the Eſtabliſhment) together with the 
great Expence they were at in Raiſing, Arming, Equipping, Recruiting, and often Sublitting their Men 
(having in that dangerous ConjunAure had more regard to the Publick Good than their Private Intereits) 
has to this day 1o much ſunk their Fortunes, that in all Probability their Families will be ruin'd, if not 
relieved on their Petition to this Honourable Houſe. And by the Misfortune of being broke in the War,

THAT Your Petitioners have been Great Syfferers thereby in many Reſpects, and in 
a ſingular manner, not only in the Deſtruction of the far greateſt part of the Subburbs of 
that City, and all Improvements about it, (as it {till remains) and in the Ruine of many 
Houſes within the Walls then laid in Rubiſh, and the reſt greatly ſhatter'd by the Ene- 
mics Bombs and Cannon ; but alſo by their many Disburſements tor Securing aud Forti- 
fying the Place. Buying and laying in Arms & Amunition. Raiſing, Paying,and Subſiſting 
of Forces. Proviſions of all ſorts conſumed in the Serge by the Garriſon. Cloaths, and 
other Neceſlarics afforded to the Officers and Soldiers that Defended the City. And 
Debts contracted for the Publick Uſe and Satety, amounting in all (as on a Moderate 
Computation appeared) to about Thirty Thouſand Pounds, belides Private Loſſes in com- 
mon with the reit of the Kingdom, and the Charge of Relieving many Thouſand Prote- 
ſtants, fled thither for Refuge.

He Capitulations of WATERFORD, whereby all Perſons comprized therein, 

are to enjoy their Eſtates, were made with, and ſigned by, his Majeſty in Perſon in 

the ſecond Year of his Reign, at his Royal Campnear CARRICK, And his Ma- 

jeſty being reſolved, that the ſaid Articles, ſo given and agreed to by himſelf, ſhould 

be punQuually kept and performed, and all the Security poſſible given to the Perſons 
concerned, was graciouſly pleaſed to order that the ſaid Articles ſhould be ratified under the great 
Sealof ENGLAND, which was accordinly done, and all the Perſons entitled to the Benefit 
of the ſame, continued and proteCted ever ſince, in the Foſſeſion of their Eſtates and Pro- 
perties. 


But now fo it is, That by a Bill depending before the Honourable the Houſe of Commons, for 
applying all the forfeited Eſtates and Intereſts in IRELAMND, and all Grants thereof, and all 
tbe Rents and Revenues belonging to the Crown within that Kingdom, ſince the 13th Day of Fe- 
bruary 1688, to the Uſe of the Publick, the Adjudications of thoſe comprized in the Articles of

* lick Faith giving them as aforeſaid, and being for the moſt part indigent, and not in a Condition 
to beat the neceſſary Expence, made no Application to have their ſaid Capitulations ratified under 
the great Sealof ENGLAND. Which Ommiſſion in the ſaid Bill, if not remedied, or redreſſed 
by the Honourable the Houſe of Commons, may be of the laſt ill Conſequence to a great many 
Perſons, comprized in the faid ſeveral Articles, conſidering that there is a latitude given in the ſaid 
Bill, to Proſecute on {till for high Treaſon, any Perſon or Perſons, concerned in the late War in 
IRELAND, againſt the preſent Government, to which Proſecution ſeveral of the ſaid ar-

HI. On this foot we ſeem now to ſtand : And the Pagna Charta of 7reland, that confirms to us all 
theſe Advantages inviolably, is the Intereſt of England; which is, That the Englith here ſhou'd be 
ſtrengthened and ſupported againſt both Iriſh and Forreigrersz fo that England, ( if they will ſee and be 
guided by their true Intereſt ) cannot infringe theſe Advantages without manifelt prejudice tO them- 
ſelves : Nor make any Laws for us that thall weaken us, without weakning themſelves. 


IV. But there is this difference between the Caſe Suppos'd, and the Caſe in Fact, of this Kingdom 

It has hapned through the calamitouſnels of times, that whatever ſums Engliſh Planters have laid ont 
on Eſtates here, the People of England have more than over again purchas'd the ſame Eitates, by reſcu- 
ing them out of the hands of Iriſh Rebels or Enemies, at their own Expence. 

And tho” they have not taken the Advantage of theſe repeated Purchaſes, ſo as ro make the Enolith 
Planters redeem their ſeveral Eſtates: Partly from their own Intereſt, that they might nor cov 1Tuch 
weaken the Engliſh here ; and partly out of Generouſneſs and Charity in thinking that their Countrey- 
men ſuſtain'd lols enough, by having their Countrey the Sear of War, and their Stocks and Improve- 
ments ruind ; 

Yet it may feem that Frgland at this time may reaſonably take the Advantages of their repeated Pur- 
chaſes fo far, as to confider whether the preſent Conſticutions of this Kingdom are beit for their Inte- 
reſt, or how otherwiſe they might be modell'd more for their Advantage. 

Nor is there any danger hereby of diſcouragement to the Englith in Jreland: Since the Intereſt of 
England will necetfarily lead the Englith Parliament to take ſuch meaſures for 7re/and, as may moſt 
ſtrengthen the Engliſh chat are here, and encourage others to come to them ; which is all thar che Eng- 
liſh in Irel2nd can delire. 


V. By what right the Feople of 7rclard hold a Parliament, does nor appear ; neither by what right 
they did put it into the hands of the Court of England, by Poynings Act ; However the Crown having 
been ſo long poſlelt of this Privilecge, it thou'd ſeem, that tho' che People of Eng/and may have right 
againſt the People of this Kingdom, to take the Conſtitutions of it at preſent into their own hands. and 
to Cilpole of them as they think tit, yer they have not that right again({ the Crown. If they have pur- 
chas'd us out of our Rights, they have not purchas'd the King and his Councils out of theirs. Belides, 
his preſent Majeſty has expos'd his Perſon, and exhauſted his Treaſure in the ReGduction of Ireland ; 
and has been a Party Purchaſer with the People of Erg/and, for whatever niight be claim d to be had 
by right of Purchaſe here, it the Conſtitutions of this Kingdom may be reckon'd among 1uch. 


VI. How (now) to unite the Intereſt of the People of England with the Intereſt, or rather Privi- 
ledges, of the Crown in this point, will be the Queſtion. Eur to paſs this by at preſent ; it is here to 
be conſider'd how far it is now the Intereſt of the People of England to new model the Conititucions of 
this Kingdom, and to take them into their own hands. In order to examine this, we may oblerve ; Firſt, 


VII. That it is wonderfu} to conſider, that there ſhou'd be ſuch ſtrangeneſs between two Countreys 
ſo nearly united in Intereſt, as there has been berween Erg/azd and this place ; if we enquire into the 


Reaſons of it, they ſeem to be, 


1/. On the parr of Fg/and ; Their People find that the flouriſhing of this Kingdom makes their 
Rents in Ezgland fall ; perhaps it is too true, and there's no help for it. The Quettion is, whether 
they had better have their Rents fall alittle, or be frequently at the Expence of 1o many millions as 
they have been at in recucing lreland. That their Rents muſt fall by the flourithing of 1rcland, teems 


plain from hence 3 


Firf, Varmers remove themſelves thither, where they may have the eafteſt Bargains. 

Secondly, The Corn, Hides, Tallow, Linnen and Woollen Cloath, and Manufactures of Treland, ( if 
they were permitted to be ſold only in Forreign Markets, and not in Er-glard) will yer {ink the value 
of theſe Commodities in England, which muſt neceſſarily fink the Rents there. 


2/y. A ſecond Reaſon of the ſtrangeneſs of England to Ireland, is, that they look upon the People 
here in grols, as different from them, and their Enemies. They conſider not the Englift: take here; 
but lock upon all here in effect to be Irith. And indeed the Englith Planters here have given roo 
much occafion for it. by clo{ting in with the Iriſh, and degeneratcing to thei humours. Bur this will 
make the thing propoſed of Englands taking this Kingdom into its own hai.us, now more necetlirv, as 
the only probable means to remedy this Evil ; for while we lookt upon our telves co be a diſtinct King- 
dom. and ro have a Legiſlative Power within our Selves, we were more ready to forger E:cland, and to 
bandy and fide with the Irith; and as this bred averſion in the People of £zg/and ro us, it recipri.cally 
increas'd ours to them. Hence grew thole Jealouſies, even among the Engliſh here, of the Fower of Eng- 
land over this place, and our great (tickling againſt their making Laws tur us. Lur who it was ſmrented 
thele Debates, and put thele Jealouties into our Heads, appears by whac the Iri!t; larely did wh, ircame 
into their Power, by their Act paſt in their pretended Parliament, in which *'-cy utter!; cur off this 
Kingdom from En9:2:4; and declared againſt the Right of Engiand to make any Laws for this Kingdom. 

21y. Athird Reaſon of the ſtrangeneſs of England to Ireland, was, that we ſeem'd remote to chem ; in- 
dependent on them ; a People {erting up for our ſelves. And this, becauſe there was no Communicz-

oceedings; They look'd upon ns at a diſtance, and were in the dark as to our atft2irs , which bred 
Fjealoufies and diftruſts: and thought ic enough to with this Ifland ſunk in the Sea; tho' they might wich 
the ſame pains, have wiſh'd it to be curi'd to Gold. 


# TV. A fourthreaſonis, that they look'd upon this Kingdom to be Peopled with Men of deſperate 
# fortuncs, and the {cum of their Nation , that have come over hither wich che ſeveral Engliſh Armies, 
# and planted here ; and with the Bankrupts and Cheats of England, that have from time to time fled hi- 
© ther from England for refuge, to defraug] their Creditors there. Alto many in Eg/,9d have had conti- 
derable ſtakes here ; who have intruſted them ro their Agents, and have been detranded 2nd abufed 
7 by them; All this 1s too true. Bur then it muſt be conſidered, that there are tome Engliſh of worth 
and goodneſs here, who deterve their favour and efteem, ard tor note lake they cughr to louk 
- kindly on the whole. And next, that let them that arc here be whar they will, jt they are Erglifh, 
they ought to be countenanced and upheld as the Bul:wark of Erglind againit; tlie {rih and Forreigavr-, 
Secondly, On the part of Ireland; The reaſons of ſtrangenrets have been. 


'. That the People of Frglard have dilregarded and caſt off the Engliſh here; They have fer rhem- 
ſelves ro ſuppre(s them, and keep them low ; and this has made the £»9/iſhhere more readily to «©. {e 
in with the /riſþ, and to ſet up for an Intereſt diftcrent from England. 


I. The En2/i/b here having no Repreſentatives in the Parliament in Englad,the debares there(for want 
of ſome to poſi-1s them with che Condition of /re/and, and the true intereſt of £37 4, in reſpect of 
it) have run fo high 1n aisfavour of Ireland, ( without regard to any difference berwee.1 tle Enoliſh and 
Iriſh Inhabicants of it, ) thatir very much alienated the minds of the £244/þ here from England. 


TIT. Intereſt helps on the ſame thing. For while the People of Fn2/:nd, rhrouh intentneſk on their 
private intereſt (in reſpect of their Rents) ter chemſelves to keep 7-cl.imd as poor as they can, ( hich 
they have done by prohiviting the Tranſporration of Curie, and the Plantation Trade ! they wade thote 
that were here eſpoule the concern of chis Country, without regard to England And it was obfſerva- 
ble, that when an Ez2{h-A7an came hither, he quickly degenerated in his aftetions $ and his Inrereſt 
byals'd tor 7rd, infomuch that we hardly find a Man wi had liv'd ſeven years it ireland, and Ge- 
fign'd to Livein it, bur he became fen(ibly averſeto England, and grew tomething of an 7riſh-1m2n in 
his affections 3 And it is 4 melancholy thing for Men to have the proſpect of their Children in 2 '3ene- 
ration or two, to be treated as Rebels, which roo often happens. 

The reſult of the whole 1s his, that from what reaſon ſoever this ſtrangeneſs between 7-cland and Eng- 
land has grown, the Conſequences of it have been too apparent, and prejudicial fo both lides 5 aud fon 
remedy ought to be thought on for it. | 


VIII. The ſecond thing to be obſerved is, that Ireland, as it is mang'd, has been a conſtant Charge 
to England. It has now thrice in a hundred years put Eng/ad to a new Congueſt: and by joyning 
with the Enemies of England, as it did in Queen E!iz+berhs Rebellion, and this pretent ; and endeavour d 
to do in King Charles the firit's time : it has nor only endangered the Peace of Englznd but even the 
Crown it ſelf Ir bears no part of Ezglands burden ; And England is fo much the weaker by having it 
as it is harder to defend a great Scope of ground than a little z Nay, as it is harder ro tight againſt 2 
Forreign Enemy, and luppreſs a domeſtick Rebellion, { which utually happens ar the ſame time, ) chan 
to defend againit an Invaſion only. 


IX. Thirdly, We may obſerve, that between Er2/:nd and Wales there is none of this trangenefs, be- 
cauſe the Intereſts of both are United in one Legiflarive Power. An Engliſh man that removes into 
Wales, doth not loſe his Bi-th-right or Priviledges he had before in the Legitlative Power of England 
And therefore he is as ſtanch co the Intereſt of Englnd as ever ; and he itill bears the ſame propurtion 
of the burden of the Ningdom in Taxes as he did before; And therefore no body gradges ywhat 
riches he carries with him when he removes. 

But the caſe is different, if a Man remove to Treland ; He loſes this Birth-right and Priviledges; he 
neither is repreſented in the Engliſh Parliament, nor 15 under their Laws 5 He loſes the benefit of Tra- 
ding, and many other advautages. On the contrary, in bearing none of the burden of Z2g/aad 5 what- 
ever he brings with him is lolt out of the Common ſtock there : which is there/ore grudged by the 
People of England, and look'd on with a jealous eye, becauic the fame riches » hich he brings from 
them, ſerves to encreale the Trade here, which mult necelſlarily {ink their Rents rhere. 


X. The fundamental remedy to all theſe inconveniences, 1s piainiy the Uniting this Kingdom to 
Ezgland, in the Legithitve Power. This is the only means to Unire the Intereſts of both Kingdoms, 
ind thar will Unict che affetions : their intereits will ever be different, while they are uncer d:ferent

Legiſlative Powers; For, though they have but one individual King, yer he fianos in two capacities to 
-hem whilit they are rwo Kingdoms, and their litcreits are almoit as diftzrene 25 if they were under 
two Kings. Bur it the Legillative Po.er were the fame, and by. conſequence the Laws and Priviled- 
ges the ſame, there wou'd de no mure Clithing of Intereſts berween them, clin berween one Shire of 
England and. another : at mo!t no greater than between £-2/and and Hales. And tho' ( as! as been ſaid ) 
'the flouriſhing of this Kingdoin malt necefla-ily fink the Rent in £rgl.d, yer the People of England, 
when they have che Legiflinve Power of this Kingdom in their hands, will tee ihac this IS Lot co. be 
avoided without greater preju lice. to themlielves, and will ſupmir more villingly to it when it is in 
their own Power to heip it, au choole to pals it by for a grearcr good, fince it it cou d be ſafe, it will

ITY > aS Ireland YIEWS, In courte have Irace. But they will alfo find, that the flouriſh- * 
ing of this Kingdom will make ſome amends to England, for the prejudice of finking its Rents, ſince 
it will be able to bear a greater ſhare of Englands Taxes ; To ſay nothing of the ſtrengthening it may 

give to England, by Shipping, Sea-men, and Souldiers, in proportion to its flouriſhing. 


XI. As to accommodating this Union to his Majeſties Intereſt in the Legiſlative Power of this King- 
dom by Poynings Act; 

'Tis certain this is too conſiderable a Flower in the Prerogative to be expected to be parted with eaſi- 
ly. Thelſate King 7ames was ſo ſenſible of this, when tho? he conſented to an Act that cut off this 
Kingdom from the Parliament of Eng/and, yer he cou'd not be broaght to the Repeal of Poynings Act ; 
{ which Act has in effect fold this Kingdom into the hands of the Courtiers; ſo that whoever in 
this Kingdom can lee beſt, either of the iſh or Engiiſh, are in a fair way of carrying their terms : than 
which nothing can be more oppoſite to the Intereſt of England; nor does hardly any thing concern 
them more than to provide ſome remedy for it. | 


XII. The advantages of ſuch an Union muſt be many to both Kingdoms, beſides the removing the 
inconveniencies before ſpoken of 3 And among thele it ought not to be reckon'd the leaſt, that ic will 
greatly conduce to Unite the 17; and Engi:ſh in this Country ; for while the 7riſb have hitherto liv'd 
under a ſeparate Legiſlative Power from England, they have look'd upon themſelves ſti]l as a diſtinct 
People ; bur their coming under the Engliſh Legiſlicive Power, and being Uniced ry England, the Pri- 
viledges and Immunities will by degrees carry them off from their oid dittinction, and they will be- 
Sin tothink themſelves Eng-1ſh- men, and to be affected accordingly. This, tho' with much imperfection 
and partiality, was practiſed in the late Uſurpers time, and was doubtle.s one of the cauſes that gave 
Irelaad ſo ſudden a recovery as it obtain'd then, 


XII. The objection againſt this Union, on the part of 7reland, is, that it will become then Subje- 
cted ro the Engliſh Taxes : and that tho Ireland ſhou'd have Repreſentacives in the Parliament there, 
yet the reſt, being ſo much the greater number, will always over-vote them. 


The Anſwer to thas is, 


1. 'Tis probable it will be agreed at firſt, that for ſome years /re/and may be exempted from 
Taxes. 

2. A certain proportion may be agreed on according to the value of the Rents of Treland, by which, 
2nd not beyond, it may hereafter be Tax'd in all mony Bills, till irs Improvements ſhall induce the 
making a new proportion. 

2. It had better bear ſuch a proportion in every Tax in England, with the ſecurity it will then 
enjoy, than be liable ſo often as 1t now is, to be rurn'd uptide down, and totally ruin'd; And it will 
abundantly bailance for its bearing a part of the E-.g/;þ Taxes, that it ſhall have a proportional intereſt 
in the Laws,and Immunities and Priviledges of E-g/and,which now it wants, and which will be ſo much 
more beneficial to ir, than thoſe Taxes can bea burden. Ir will then have liberty to repreſent its grie- 
vances, and it will be in the Power. as wel! as ir. che care of the Parliament of E-z/and to redreſs them. 
We all foreſaw for inſtance ) by what ſteps this laſr War grew, but coud nor prevent it, becauſe we 
were not allow'd a Parliament ; and the Engiiſh Parliament cou'd neither fully underſtand nor prevent 
it. But if there had been a ſufficient number of Members trom Ireland in it, and /reland part of the 
Parliaments Province, it had been much ealter to have tound remedies in time againſt it- 


XIV. As to the manner of this Union, it may very well be left ro the Parliament in England to 
determine it ; Their Intereſt bound up in ours, is our tole and great ſecurity.

HERE is a Tax voted to bs [ai onthe Tonnage of Shipping 
not only upon ſuch who impore Goods, bur allo on Coaſters : 
To which Shipping there 15 already a coniulcrable Sum of Mony 
due for reducing Ireland. 
Now Shipping 1s that by which the Nation hath formerly ob- 
F tained its Riches and Greatneſs, and by all poſiivle Ways and 
Means ſhould be encouraged, more eſpecially in tele Times of War, and when 
more than ordinary Loſſes, fych as tew others inthe Nation have Juitained, have 
been the Portion of the Owners thereot. 

There is exprcffed (among the ſu ry Dutics intended to b 
onall Coaſters: Which 6 4. per Yonn wit be unequal, fome Coaſters making more 
and ſome leſs Voyages in a Year, That ſuch a way of colleCing the Duty cannot 
poſſibly be equal : But if inftead of 64. per Toon on Coaiters, by the Voyage, 
there be 124. per Tonn lai on ail Engliih Shipping whatfoever, to be paid at two 
ſeveral Payments year!y, Infuch Cite all the Shipping in the Kingdom will bear 
a juſt proportion, and alchough ſome Shipping may beabroad, and not come home 
in Two or Three Years, yet before ſuch Ships center their Goods, they may be liable 
to pay the yearly Tax fo laid. 

And to the end that Strangers may baer a Ballance, who Import Goods, the laying 
12 d. per Tonn on all Ships Iying North trom Daxkirk, and 2 5. per Tonn on all 
Ships South from Daznkirk, incluſive for every Voyage they make, it may togetiier 
raiſe about Eighty Thouſand Pound per Ananm, purely on the bottom. of their 
Ships. | | 
But if the Ships who are under ſuch calamitous Circumſtances already, ſhould 
be icft Vinpaid, and yet Taxcd towards Railing Moay otherwiſe, then the Caſe will 
be very hard. | 

For 124. a Tonn yearly paid for Shipping, is full as much as 45s. in the Pound 
for Land; and if laid for tour Years, will be equal tro a Land-Tax tor four Years to 
come : For take all the Shipping 1n Ereland in an Averidoze, and *tis not worth five 
Pound per Tonn. But grant it be fo Rated, then the Owner that has 5209/7, in Ship=- 
ping, or 1co Tonn, pays five Pound per Annnm; which is jult what the Farmer 
Pays for 5001. in Land. 

And 12 4. per Tonn on Shipping will appear to be very preat, if it be conſidered. 
(1.) That the one haif part of what maſks a Compleit Ship, pays a conliderable 
Cuſtom already, viz Pitch, Tar, Iron, Malts, Sails and Cordage. (2.) It pays 
as it is Taxed by way of Stock ; for there are many who have no other Eſtate bur 
Shipping, yet are rated for 1t as their Scock. 

So that if what is now Voted pals into an Act, then Shipping will firſt pay at the 
Cuſtom-houſe, next as Stock, and (3.) as high as Land; though but a floating 
Intereſt, and not at all robe compar'd with Terra jir;z-4.

H E Royal Declaration iſſued in England the 22d day of 

February 1688, in relation to the Kingdom of Ireland, hath 

theſe expreſs Words following. We ao hereby Declare aud 

Promiſe to all Our Subjc(ts in that Kingdom, full and intire Par 

don and Indemnity, for all things by them Atted, Done, or Committed, by 

wvertue or colour of any Authority, or pretended Authority, within the ſaid 

Kingdom, and a full and free Enjoyment of their reſpettive Eſtates, according 

to Law, in caſe upon notice of Our Roya! Will and Pleaſare ſronified in this 

Our Declaration, they ſhall lay down 4rms, and retirethemſelves to theiv re- 

ſpetive Habitattons, or Places of Abo, ator before the 10th day of April 

next, and there ſhall peaceably behave themſelves, and live as good Subjeits 
ought to do. 

In obedience to this Declaration and Royal Security, ſome laid down 
their Commiſſions, apd retired themſelves to their reſpeCtive Habicati- 
ons, or Places of Abode, others refuſed to accept of any Imploymenc 
Civilor Military, from the 1-1 Government, then in being, bur lived 
Peaceably, and ſubmitted to the King's Authority, on the firſt approach 
of his Power, and thereupon put themſelves under His Royal ProteCti- 
on, whereof ſome came immediately after into Emeland, and here lived 
according to the Laws of the Land ever ſince. 

The King by one other Declaration, Dated the 1ſt of Auguſt 1690, 
was pleaſedto promiſe and aſſure his Favour in « more ſpecial manner to all 
thoſe who ſhould be moſt Early in their Obedience : And by a Proclamation 

Dated and iſſued in {reland 4th of February 1690. Irt is Declared, His 
Majeſty's defire was not to Oppreſs the Inhabitants of that Kingdom, either by 
Enflaving 


Exſlaving them in their Liberttes, or Ruining them in their Eſtates and For-, 
tunes: \ hereupon many more Perſons ſubmitted to His Majeſty's Au- 
thority, and returned to their due Obedience. XK 

Notwithſtanding theſe Publick and Gracious Conceſſions, molt of the 
Perſons intitled to the Benefit of them, were after their ſaid Submiſſion, 
and being in the King's Protection, without much regard to the Forms 
of Law, Indited and Outilawed for High Treaſon, on account of the aid 
War, alledged to have been by them Committed beſore their faid Subs 
nition, and taking ProteCtion, foe for havingbeen in CivilEmploy- 
mce:1ts, others in Military, and many Perſons no way concerned in the 
War, nor in any Employment Civil or Military, had the misfortuhe 
vichour diſtinQtion, to be Indicted and Outlawed in the Croud. 

The Perſons in the following Liit being of thatnumber, did by their 
{cveral and reſpective Applications, Humbly repreſent their Grievance, 
and the Wrong done them by the ſaid Outlawries; and HisMajz:ſty there- 
upon Graciouſly pleaſed, on Examination ahd proof of tie matter 
of Fact in the due form, between both Kingdoms, to Relieve 1}: ſaid per- 
ſons in the ſaid Liſt, by Granting his Royal Orders for acinitting them 
tothcir Writs of Error, for Reverſal of the ſaid Outlawryes, and Grant- 
ed Pardons, under the Great Scal, to moſt of them who have {v Rever+ 
{cd their Outlawryes, for their better Security, according to his ſaid Royal 
Declarations and Promiſes. And being under ſo High and Juſt Security, 
as {uch Reverſal and Pardons, Grounded on the Publick Faith, and the 
Royal Promiſes of a Great King ; ſome of them have made Settlements 
of their Eſtates on Marriages, and other valuable Conſiderations, ſome 
have Sold part of their Eſtates, and Mortgaged other parts, and ſome by 
their Trades and Induſtry have made {mall Acquilitions. 

The preſent Parliament of Ire/azd being very well acquainted with the 
Circumſtances of the reſpective Cafes of the ſaid perſons, 1a the ſaid an- 
ncxed Li!t, hath thoughr proper, not to Impeach or make void the 
ſaid Reverſals or Pardons, or any Orders Relating thereunto, bur to per- 
mit that Diſtreſſed number in the ſaid Liſt, Relieved by His Majelty's 
Tuſtice and Clemency, to Enjoy the Benehr thereof ; and: hath therefore 
in the late Bill paſſed there, for Confirmation of Convictions, Attainders 
and Outlawryes Confirmed all others, but theſe already Reverſed or Pax. 
doned, whichare therein Excepted, together with a few other. pcrſons 
therein provided for by Expreſs Name, who from the nature and Equity 
of their Caſes, were thought perſons proper to be Releived by Proviſoes, 
though they had not time or opportunity enough, to have obtained the 
Reverſal of their Outlawryes before. 

'Tis therefore moſt Humbly hoped that the Wiſdom and Juſtice of the 
Parliament of Ezg/ana, will take the Cafe of the ſaid perſons in the an- 
nexed Liſt, into Conſideration, and permitthem to Enjoy the Fruits of 
the ſaid Reſtitutions to their own {mall Rights.

A farther, full, and plain Diſcovery of the TR1sH FORFEITURES, 
humbly offered to the ſeveral Members of Parliament. .-4 _ 


UCH are, or may be ſuppos'd Forfeiting Perſons of Ire/and, as took up Arms fince the late Revolution, 
for K. Fames, againſt the preſent Government. Ee 
All theſe are now compriz'd within Articles, fave a very few who voluntarily rejected the ſame, and 
quitred the Kingdom, and ſome Priſoners at War, who had no ſhare in the Capitulation. _ 
The remaining part of the Kingdom ftood patlive, minded only their Trade, and Domeltick Aﬀairs, 
and as King Famess Army was defeated, or withdrew from them, they became as other Jubjects ta 
Their Majeſties ; One, and All ſued for Protections, obrain'd the ſame, and made themſelves as uleful to the pre- 
ſent Government, as twas potlible, in ſupplying the Army with Proviſions, Quarters, and other Neceſlaries. 

Some actually had before the Revolution, and others took upun them tince under King Fames, Civil Employ- 
ments, as Juſtice of the Peace, Sheriff, &c. which was rather an Obligation of Necetlicy, than Choice, to keep 
Rule and Order in the Commonwealth ; and ſuch Offices were equally held by Proteftants as well as Papitts. 

Now {o it happens, that moſt of thele Perſons, it not all, by an undue Practice of fome particular Men to 
gratifie their own Ends ſtand outlaw'd of High-Trea fon, tho when {o attained they liv'd peaceably under the 
Ettabliſh'd Government, furniſh'd with Protections as atoreſaid, and further ro ſhew the unfairneſs of this proceed- 
i0g, here follow ſome few Initances of many. 

The late Earl of Fingal! was outlaw'd of High-Treaſon, on account of this late War of Ire/and, on an Indict- 
ment found apainſt him in Michaelmas-Term 1690, tho dead lix or leven Years before. My Lord Baltimor the 
ſame, who was never in that Kingdom, bur is moſt notoriouſly known to have been a Refident in London for thele 
many Years paſt, however he has an Eſtate in Ire/and,and that ſeems enough. Many were outlaw'd when actually 
in Priſon, even ſome in the Sheriffs Cuſtody, viz. Mr. Michae! Chamberlin of Dublin, and Mr. ----- Nottingham 
of the County of Kildare, &c. 

This ſeems no leſs than a Violence on the very Defign and Meaning of the Law, as well as 2 Subyerfion of Na- 
rural Jultice ; for the Proceſs of Outlawries are only made ule of, where Men tly trom Juilice, or otherwile by 
indirect Means gain a Power to oppole the ſame ; on this occaiion there was nor rhe lealt colour of either. 

There is now a Bill depending in the Honourable the Houle of Commons, tor Vetting the Forfeited Lands-of 
Ire/and in Their Majeſties. * 

The Queſtion then will be, How, and here this Bill ſhall operate ? | 

Not on the Eſtates of the Article-Men, becaule provided for by5iame, tho with ſome hardſhip too, for thar 
many with great Expence have pals'd thro ſeveral Tryals already to get into poſlefiion, yer this Bill ſeems ro diveit 
the ſame, and direct that they may be rry'd a-new ; tho their Wirnetlcs may be dead, and their Commiſſions (be+ 
ing part of their Evidence) were taken from them by the Lords Juitices, and Council. 

As to thoſe that refus'd Articles, and the Pritoners at War, their Lands (to a ſmall matter, either incumber'd, or 
otherwiſe engag'd in Settlements) are given to ſome General Officers of the Army, as a Reward for their Services 
ro the Crown, and Country, and ſuch Grants may reaſonably be ſuppos'd to ftand good. 

The weight of this Bill muſt therefore fall on thele unfortunate outlaw'd Perſons, tho innocent, and atrainred as 
aforeſaid, againſt the uſual Courſe of Law, and Common Equity. He that drew his Sword apainit the Govern- 
ment is now ſafer, and in a better Condition than he thar ſubmitted as ſoon as he could, and did nor act art all. 

Ir may be ſaid, That by the Scope and Intent of the Bull, every Man is to have a fair Tryal. 

With ſubmiſſion, in the preſent Cafe the Expedient will prove hard, for thar the Veſting Claule ſertles the Eſtate 
in the King, and the Subje&t muſt become Plaintiff to ſue for rhe ſame ; now conhdering how thele People by the 
Violence of the War, have been ftripr of all their. Perſonal Fortunes, they cannot be ſuppos'd in a Circumitance 
able ro recover their Real Ones by courſe of Law, if once taken from them. 

There are Laws enough in being, as well to protect the Subject, as to bring Offenders of all kinds to Juſtice, 
and as Property next to Liberty and Life is the moſt valuable thing one is Maſter of, the fame ought nor ro be 
remov'd or diveſted our of him, but by the uſual Methods of the Eftabliſh'd Laws, eſpecially when there is nor a 
Man of thoſe ( affur'd of his own Innocency ) bur is moſt willing to abide his Tryal when, and where the Goyern- 
ment ſhall rbink fir. 

It woutd pofſibly make the marrer in hand more clear, if ſome worthy Members of the Houſe (concern'd in the 
Revenue; or other Publick Atairs of Ireland) did bur declare the Eſtimate, or at leaflt their Opinion of theſe our- 
law'd Perſons Fortunes, and how far the ſame may anſwer the Ends of the Bill, for that among\t them all there is 
not one worth the Parliament's Notice, fave that of the Widow Fagar's, and her young tender Orphans, the ſtate of 
whictr lies now under His Majelty's Conlideration, as a mo!t deplorable and hard Cate, her Husband ſubmitting 
on the King's licſt Declaration, was afterwards murder'd by common Robbers, or Ra Pparces, and is ſince outlaw'd, 
all which appears by the ſeveral Reporrs made trom Ireland on chat tubject ; whea ar the ſame the ſaid Intereſts (th6 

(mall andincoafiderable) by the Induſtry of the Proprietors may afford them and their Familics Bread, who have no 
other means or way to live by, and by any fort of management can be of no great Ule to rhe Publick. 

There is late Petition preſented to this Honourable Houſe under the Name of Britiſh Proteſtants, and becauſe 
'tis uſhered'in by the Propolers of the Ir;/Þ Forfeirures, or ſome of them, and that ir may in ſome meaſure relate to 
the ſame, it therefore may require an Anſwer. 

The ſubſtance of the {aid Perition is in ſhorr, That Outlamwries and Attainders had in ſeveral former Ret7ns, are 
fome of them lately, and the ret deſign'd to be revers'd, by the Heirs of ſuch attainted Perſons, whereby the Eſtates of Pro- 
teſtants, who purchaſed the ſame from the Crown mutt be diveſted. 

Now if there be no ſuch thing intended, nor any ſuch Outlawry revers'd, the Petitioners have made a very unfair 
Infinuation, a thing nor conſiſtent with the Reſpect due to this Great and Honourable Aflembly. \ 

Thar there is no ſuch Qutlawry revers'd, as is ſuggeſted in the ſaid Peririon, tince Their Majeſties Acceſſion to the 
Crown is as plain, as that there is no Order for the tame Regitter'd in the Signer-Office, and thar ir is improbable 
tharany ſuch thing was cver attempred is no leſs evident, when 'rwas refus'd more than once in the Parliament King 
Fames held in Ireland, to ditturb or incroach upon any Rights or Titles however ſerled before the 1 3rhof Ofob. 1641. 
All thar ever ha ppen'd touching this matter of Outlawries, and thoſe had roo fince the ſaid 1 3th of O#ob. 1641, was 
the reverting of that of my Lord Ikerin's, and my Lord Gormanſtown's in K. Fames's time, which neither ought nor can 
alarm any Proreſtant Purchaſer, for that the ſame neither did, nor could reſtore the ſaid Lords to any of their forfeired 
Lands, becaule otherwiſe ſecur'd by Acts of Parliament, and did only ſerve to reſtore them ro their Bload. 

The Petitioners can therefore have no meaning as to former Qutlawries,and fif any they have) ir mul! be that un- 
der the prerence and mask of the old ones, they would induce the Houſe to lay their Hanas on thele late ones how 
irregularly ſaever had, A Deſign in itſelf as ridiculous as unfair, befides the Aſperfions thrown hereby on the King 
and his Miniſters, in averring that they ſhould do an Act rending ſo much to the prejudice of the Subjects Righr 
eſtabliſht by ſo long a Series of Time, and ſeveral Acts of Parliament. 

Now to obviate theſe groundleſs OQutcries and falſe Surmiles, it is hambly offer'd, Thar all Perſons however con- 
cern'd, will frecly renounce any Benefit or Advantage they may have by reverlicg of Outlawries had at any time be- 
fore the Year 1690, and ſeek no Favour but common Juſtice, where the matrer ſhall appear fair and reaſonable, as 
in the Caſes firſt mention'd ; and queſtion nor bur that every Honourable Member of this Houſe will rather 
be render of giving away the Rights of an innocent People, than be preyail'd upon by Schemes and Projects drawn 
and made by Perſons, who act for their own parricular Ends, wichour regard to Juſtice,

The many Hardſhips that ariſe from this Innovation in Law, are not all yet 
known; yet the following Inſtances, *rtis humbly hoped, will induce the Commons 
of England, who always have aſſerted the Rights ot the Subject, to look into and 
redreſs the many Hardſhips occaſioned by the ſaid Clauſe. 

In the firſt place, Tho the forfeiting Tenant in Tail died many years ago 
without Iſſue, whereby his Eſtate Tail, and the King's Title to the ſame determin-

- verſion in Fee to 4. B. dies many years ago without Iſſue, in the Lile-time of A. 
whereby 4. becomes Tenant in Fee Simple in poſſeſſion. B. in this caſe being never 
in poſſeſſion, having only an Eſtate Tail in remainder, covid by no Att of his bar or 
cut off the ſaid Reverſion to 4. yet by the ſaid Clauſe the Eſtate of 4. of which he 
was actually poſſeſſed by virtue of all the Laws then in being, 1s cut off. 

3aly, Many-Perſons comprized within the Articles of Limerick and Gallway were at 
the time of the making of the ſaid Articles in poſſeſſion of Eſtates, which the 1 3th 
day of February, 1688. were only in remainder, depending on Eſtates Tail; and by 
the death of Tenants in Tail without Iſſue before the making of the faid Articles, 
their Remainders veſted in poſſeſſion, and were the only Eſtates many of them had 
to Article for : yet by the retroſpeCt of the aforeſaid Clauſe they are ceprived of their 


Eſtates, whereby they loſe the benefit of all the Laws then in being, as well as the

It is therefore moſt Humbly hoped, that the Honourablethe Houſe of Com-

They have ever ſince continued Loyal and Obcdient to 
the Engliſh Government without the leaſt defection, relying 
on the Honour of his Majettics ſeveral Declarations pro- 
miſing them the Enjoyment of their perſonal Eſtates. 

Staying thus at home under protection, they have been 
plundered of all their perſonal Eſtates by both Armies, and 
have been Outlawed tor high Treaſon, without knowing 
any thing of it, before their real Eſtates were taken from 
them, and ſciſed into the King's hands, tho” in truth at the 
time of ſuch Outlawry, they appear'd every day in Dzb/iz: 
and other publick places, and were not concern'd in any 
Act of Treaſon. 

Having thus loſt their real Eſtates by their Outlawry, 

| and chcir pcrſonal Eſtates by the Armies, and alſo having 
miſſed the Opportunity of being within Articles, by their 
ſaid early Submiſſions, they had nothing left them to main- 
tain themſelves and their Families bur their Induſtry and 
Husbandry, which they have fo far improved, that it ſup- 
ported them and their Charge theſe ten Years paſt. 

Bur their Condition now ſeems much worſe and more 
muſcrable than ever, for the Truſtees of the Triſh Forfteitures, 
having all the ſaid real Eſtates veſted in them by the late 
Engliſh A&, do now lay Claim to, and Challenge as veſted 
in them by the ſaid Act, all the Farms, Leaſes and Goods 
whatſoever which the ſaid ProteFees have any way acquired 
or purchaſed by their Induſtry and Husbandry, ſince the 
Peace or Reduction of that Kingdom, tho* ſuch acquiſiti- 
ons are no part of the Funds mentioned in the Report made 
by the late Commiſſioners for raiſing Money by the Triſh 
Forfeitures, and tho'*they are of very incon(iderable yalue. 


It is therefore hambly hoped that ſo great a Severity tending to the 
ruin of many thouſand Families, and to the great diſcouragement 
of Induſtry and Husbandry, will be prevented by Parliament, by let* 
ting thews enjoy the Frait of their Induſtry. :

S not only making a ſolemn Contra with, but being thereunto 
invited by his !ate Majeſty, and both Houſes of Parliament, as 
the moſt facile and expedite way then appearing to them for the 
ſudden ſuppreſſion of that Rebellion , in which it appeared that 
abcut three hundred thouſand of Engliſh Proteſtants were moſt

2, That by the ſaid Contract the Monies fo ſubſcribed and paid in, were to be 
ſecured upon Irifþ Lands, forfeited by the faid Rebellion, which alſo were to be 
firſt ſati-fyed before any other diſpoſe was to'be made of the ſaid forfeited Lands ; 
and were 'to beſet out and diſtributed by Lot to the ſaid Adventurers or their 
Aſſens, as ſoon as the ſaid Rebellion ſhould be ended, as by the ARs of the 17.

6. That his Majeſty upon his moſt happy Reſtauration, taking into his graci- 
ous conſideration the force the ſaid Adventurers (as well as the reſt of theſe King- 
doms,) had for a ſeafon been under ; And that many of them were entirely affeted 
for his Majefty, and eminently aGtive for his Reflauration, And further weighing 
in hi3 Princely Juſtice and Wiſdom, and extraordinary charge which the ſaid Ad- 
venturers had been at in Settling and Planting their ſaid Lots, with thg, quige poſ- 
ſeſſion that had been for ſome years held by them, was upon theſe reaſofis tenderly 
moved to declare, that no advantage ſhould be taken to the prejudicing or invas 
lidating the right or title of the ſaid Adventurers; becauſe their Lots were not in 

all things purſued according to the ſtrineſs of the Law ſet down in the Ads before 
mentioned. But that all the Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments, of which all p,, ,, 
or any of the ſaid Adventurers were poſſeſſed the 7. day of May, 1659, ſhould(with- x2.

And that all that were deficient Adventurers in whole or in part, ſhould 
alſo be fati:fyed out of the Moyety of the faid Ten Counties,or out of the County 
of Lowih, or out of ſome cther forfeited Lands that ſhould be thu!:2h: convent= 
ent. And did {further graciouſly declare and provide, that it any Adventurer had 
by any irregularity or miſtake been placed onany Church-Lands, or the Lands of 
any Proteſtant, or of any innocent Papift, being ſuch as ſhall prove theiſelves to 
have been Faithful and * oyal unto, and never to have ated againſt his Vajzities 
late Father or Himfclt, fince 22, of Ofober, 1641. The faid Adventurer thouvh ro 
be removed from his poffetlion, to make room tor rhe ſaid Innocent Papiſt, ſhould 
nevertheleſs forchwich have a reprize of equal value, worth, and purchaſe, in other 
forfeited Lande. 


II. 
Into the Nature of their Complaint. 


The ſubſtance of which is, that after the Adventurers were again thus confirmed 
in their ſeveral and refpe&ive Rights, and that a ſettlement of them with a due 
reſpeC& to the Souldier, and indeed to the whole Proteſtant Intereſt, and to all other 
intereft in that Kingdom, had by the great care, pains, and extraordinary Induſtry 
of his Majeſty himfelf been thus made and publiſhed by his gracious Declaration, 
which was further and for the better confirmation of it, to the ſaid Adventurers and 
others paſſed into a Bill; nevertheleſs through the undue proceedings, and miſ- 
management of the truſt of certain Commilſhoners that were ſent over from hence to 
fee his Vajeſties faid Declaration Cwith the A& for confirming of it) put into Exe= 
cution all that happy, equal, and juſt ſettlement, thus graciouſly provided and in- 
rended by his Majeſty , and no let: expe&ed by the ſaid Adventurers, wasnot on- 
ly in a great meaſure fruſtrated, and the ſaid Adventurers deprived proportiona- 
bly of the hen-fit of it ; but the end of it ina ſenſe totally perverted. 

Which Complaint, with the jultneſs and truth of it will clear y appear to any that 
ſhall pleaſe :o conlider the CircumttanceFfollowing grounded on matter of Fat. 

For whereas pag, 16 and 17 of the faid Aﬀ there is an expreſs provition made 
for the Rivhrs of any Proteſtants whoſe Lands had been diſpoſed of in the late times, 
and for every Iriſh Proprietor whatever of the Popiſh Religion, that had been di- 
ſpof{ {[=d of their tftates meerly for heing Papitts: And that it is thereupon declared, 
That the Innocent Papitts thall be ſuch (as was befo@mencioned, viz.) as ſhall 
prove themſelves ro have been tairhiul and Loyal unto, and never to have ated 
azainſt his late Royal MajcRty, or againſt his Soveraign Majeſty that now is ſince 
the 22 of Cf&-ver 1641. In which Caſe ſuch was the great tenderneſs of his Majeſty, 
That even though tuch Innocent Papiſt had had Land formerly diſpoſed to them 
in Connnght, and had been there ſetled ; yet they were immcdiately to be reſtored 
to their ancient poſſeſſions, and the Adventurer ang-gouldicr to be removed with= 
out any previous reprifal given them. ; 

Notwithſtanding which ſaid Clauſe , and His.Ma) ities great care thus ſignal- 
ly to diſtinguiſh between the perſons deſigned to be' taken into this great Grace, 
and all others of that Nation: And notwithſtanding alſo the greater neceſſity 
which was incumbent upon all the faid perſons to make ſuch proof, in regard pag. 
36. of the ſaid AR, It is yet further expreſly provided, That none ſhall be 
accounted an Innocent Papiſt , that being of full age and ſound memory, enjoyed 
their Eſtate real and perſonal in the Rebels Quarters, which became them havens 
in the firſtplace by proot to clear themſelves of, before ſuch their Innocency could 
poſſibly by the ſaid Law be preſumed (eſpecially when the Engliſh Quarters were 
confined to ſo narrow a room as they were.) 

Yet ſuch was the Inclinations of the faid Commiltioners to the Triſh, Thar as if no 
ſuch inſtru&ions had been made : And without any reſpedt had to them , the Iriſh 
under all Qualifications were not only admitted freely to claim their reſpe&ive 
Eſtates without any. proofs of their Innocency firſt demanded of them, or of fo 
much as their living and abiding conſtantly in the Engliſh Quarters, notwithftand- 
ing both the words of the Ad required proof, and the generality of the —

Which -roo!, though in ſome Caſes it was altop<ther 1m-offible ro be made after 
twenty years time being elapſed ; And when the Rebellion was fo gcncral, and to 
many Thouſands of rhe Englith were within that time dead, and had been killed 
in the defence of the ſaid Kinzdom : And when ſo many means and Artifices bad due 
rin” thar time been induſtrioutly ufed to murther ſuch Witnefles, ſuppreſs ſuch Evi- 
dences, and alfoto vitiace an4 im5ezle ſuch Records and Tettimonies as might: any 
way prove the ſaid Rebeilion againtt particular perſons, as are by the ſaid Aft ic 
ſelf taken notice of : And therefore abundantly the more unreaſonable ro exat the 


faid proof from the Engliſh, and eipecially from the Adventurers, who were itran- 4 


gers wholly to that Counirye 

N-verchelef, as if this Caſe had no way differed from that which is common or 
ordinary ; or haq had no Circumſtances in it ſuthciently to diſcrinate it trom all 
others, The proot was not yet only caſt, bur made more hard or more impotlible for 


the ſaid  dventurers, by the following Cou:fe and Proceedings of the ſaid Com- 


millioners. V:z. 

1. -While the aid Commiſſioners, though by rhe very tenour cf their Oath they 
were to adminiſter Jutlice between His Majeity and the Subj:&; ver retuicd ro 
allow the King to bea Parry, even though the Houſe of Communs then fitting in

4. Which firange and unheard of .Exception was yet the harder , in regard the 
Popi{bPriefts d:d at the ſame time thunder forth threats of Excommunication againtt 
any Iriſh that ſhould afually be afliftanr to the Engliſh in their proofs betore rhe aid 
Commiſſtoners : By which means nor only the ſaid Adventarers, but all other the 
Proteſtants came every way to be ſtraitned and diftrefled for want of Evidence, 

5, While notwithſtanding this ſeverity to the Engliſh, they did yet admit Iriſh 
to be Witneſs for Irith , even although they were not fuch only as had livedin the 
Enemies Quarters ; but ſome of them ſuch as had aftually been conviſted and 
proved nocent before them, 

6. Yea, when a Proof hath not without all theſe difficulties been brought by the 
ſaid Adventurers or other Proteſtants (and by ſevera] Teſtimonies upon Oath made 
good.) ro evidence the nocency actually of the ſaid Iriſh; yer even after ſuch proof 
made,the Iriſh were admitted to produce their Countrymen to make negative proofs. 
And thoſe very negative proofs were admitted againſt the athrmative proofs, brought 
by the Engliſh , though contrary, not only to all preiidents and proceedings in 
Criminal Caſes, but to the Law it ſelf. And thouvh ſuch a practice once admitted, 
no Juſtice can eaſily be expe&ed againſt the Rankett and molt Criminal Offenders. 
But all Evidence imaginable how good or ſtrong ſoever, may eaſily be eluded.

And notwithſtanding it appears by the Records of the Surveyor Generals Office, 
that there were more then four Millions and a halfof Acres that were admeaſured ſet 
out or ſequeſtred as Lands forfeited, which wonld near eight times have farisfyed the 
whole debr of the ſaid Adventurers. And notwithſtanding it is by the ſaid AQs of 
the 17. and 18. of the late King, and by the expreſs contraft there mentioned, ex- 
prelly provided that no forfeited Lands ſhould be diſpoſed of, before the ſaid Ad- 
vcnturers debt were firſt ſatisfyed.

mentioned) all intended for the better ſatisfying of all Intereſt. And befhdes above 


Five Hundred Thouſand acres taken away asa third part of the Souldiers Land, yet 
the debt remaining, and required only for ſetting out Reprifals to ſuch as have loſt 
their poſicfſion for making up of deficiencies, and fatisfying of Incumbrances,amounts 
to upward of Eight Hundred and Seventy Thouſand Acres, For the ſatisfying of 
which, there is nevertheleſs confeſſed tobe in their hands no more then Five Hun- 
dred Thouſand Acres, of which One Hundred Fifty and Four Thouſand Acres, or 
thereabour, lying in the mountainous part of the County of Kerry, and in the 
mountainous part of the Baronies of Bear, Bantry, and Carberry in the County of 
Cork , arc ſuch, and ſo bad Lands, as they will not be ſet or occupied by ariy 
without diſcharge of the quit Rent of them.

choice of and judged in his Princely Wiſdom beſt and moſt neceflarily conducing to 
the quiet and pcaccable Settlement of that his diſtrated Kingdom, and to the fatis- | 
f..Xion and content of all Intere{t whatever that did relate to jr, The pleaſure and | 
accompliſhment of which He himſelf hath declared was both more preferrable by 
him, and far more grateful to him, then the conſideration of any advantage that 
might otherwiſe be made of that Kingdom, as appears by the very words of His Ma- 
Jelty, Pag. 27) 28, . 

The Adventurers for theſe exprets Reaſons do therefore with all humbleneſs and 
earnefineſs defire, That the faid Declaration with that equal and juſt Settlement, 
not only intended and provided thereby ; but even by his Majeſty Himſelf defired 
to be given to all Intereſts concerned in that Country (and that indifferently) may as 
impartially be purſued, and in all reſpeQs ratified and confirmed. 

2. But for as much as it was neither the Pleaſure of His Majeſty, nor the Intention 
of the ſaid Declaration, That any ſuch Iriſh Papiſts as were really and notorioufly 
nocent, ſhould be ſo reſtored, as that the Engliſh thereby ſhould be any way damni- 
ficd : And that notwithſtanding this expreſs care and proviſion of his Majcſty 
through the moſt undue and irregular proceedings of the ſaid Commiſſioners , and

Agents abroad to Forraigne Princes, &c. have been and are reſtored both to their

had befor: the ſaid Rebellion, and to all the very Improvements of the Engliſh up- 
on them ( as if they had merited for murthering His Majeſties Subje&s) and 
the ſaid Adventurers and others the poor Engliſh and Proteſtants in that Kingdom, 
have been not only turned out of their Lands, but molt of them to this day not any 
way repriſed for the loſs of them. 

For th-fe Reaſons therefore the ſaid Adventurers do ( as in their humble and 
> bounden Duty to His Majeſty they ought) with all fervency fupplicate, 
| Thatal] thoſe exorbitant Courſes and irregular Proceedings , which fince His 
Majeſties Declaration, and under colour or pretence of executing of it, are alleadged 
to have obſtruted th: moſt equal, juſt, and happy Setrlement intended to be given 
by it to all partie* , ar»! in the firſt place to His Majeſties Proteftant Subjects there, 
(who had dear! purchaſe the Intercſt they have in that Kingdom Hand to have per- 
verted the very <1:d of the ſaid Declaration ; even to the depriving His Majeſty of that 
great pl:afure which he propounded in the due accompliſhment of it:And ro leſs dee 
priving both the ſaid Adventurers and thereſt of the poor Frotcftants and Engliſh of 
that Bencfit and Riche which he moſt graciouſly intended. And further to have 
been to the prejudi. : of His Majefties Revenue and Crown, and to + very Safety 
and Security of that Kinzdom z may in ſuch manner as ſhall ſeem b-{ ro che Wiſe 
dom and Tuſtice ot the ſaid Honourable Houſe , be put into a way of ©:amination : 
and if ſound trus by provf ready to be produced before the ſaid Honourable Houſe, 
may then in ſuch manneralſo as ſhall feem beſt to them, not only be diſcounte= 
nanced, but redrefled.

| implorc the favour and juſtice of it. 

4. for as mii hat the wreſting away without their conſent one third part of all 
their Right from ther, after ſo Jong a time of forbearance of their Money, and 
after ſo much charge which hath more then c<qualled the tirſt Purchaſe ; and with 
fo lirtle pro:itand advantage as hath bcen hicherto reaped by the ſaid Adventurers 
from it; hath been not only a moſt apparent violence, and extraordinary injury, 
and wrong, dor1e to the ſaid Adventurer-(with a Breach alſo exprefly committed upon 
his Majeſtics 1*-claration) But a polttive intringment of the Priviledges of the ſaid 
Honourable Houſe of Commons, and of the Parliament of England it ſcif, with

For theſe Reaſons therefore,even from the utter impoſſibility( or at leaſt from the 
inextricable difficulty) that appears to the ſaid Adventurers, which way, or by 
what means they may poſſibly obtain that Juſt ſatisfaftion which is due to them, 
according to the Contra made by the Parliament of England with them (unleſs 
ſome expedient be allowed by the ſaid Honourable Houſe to be offered by the ſaid 
Adventurers to them) The faid Adventurers are yet farther neceſſitated to caſt 
rhemſelvesupon the Favour and Juſtice of the ſaid Honourable Houſe ; and to ſup 
plicate the Honour and Authority of them to make valid and good their Contra& 
with them.

intended by it. And that the Addreſs which is now made by the faid Adventurers 
to the ſaid Honourable Houſe, hath not been carried on upon the account of any 
particular perſon whatever, or in favour toany Mans particular Concern or Com- 

laint ; but is made and preſented by the Committee fitting at Grocers Hall, And 
bh vertue of the Powers and Truſts expreſly given by the Body of Adventurers to

of them. 

They therefore do with all humbleneſs defire, that none of thoſe Reports tend. 
ing to aſperfc the Petitioners to the contrary, as if they were a few men only that

Flux, and ammunition waxing icarce,and that we had, having takenwett, we were enforced | for thoſe rea- 
ſons) ro march back to allowe, where we tayed to refreſh our men whileſt we ſent to Cerk for a ſupply 
of Ammunition,determining to march into the County of Kerry bur the weather continuing with ſuch vio- 
lent flormes, thunder, lightningand caive, ({uch as I have no. feene the like before) we were enforced into 
out garl:ons.not without the great hazzard ot our Army, being conſtrain=d to wade to the Armeepitts, the ri- 
vers beipg fo difficult to pa 'e, (theenemy having deſiroyed all che Bridges) and (© being returned , we (till 
expecteda fairc opportunity to draw forth our men, the detter ro preſerve ourttores, yer the raine (till conti- 
nning the Army could not be draywne forth againeat my comming away, when there yas not x 4. dayes pro- 
viſion iefr at a ſmall allowance, that the wants of that Army were very grcat,iniomuch as ul: Officers had not 
received cnc pevny pay tor many weeks together. betoremy comming from thence ; and that many ofthem 
weretorced to pawne their cloathes to buy them bread, and that many of the Officers ar this day goe upon 
ticker for whar rhey have : That the countrey within our reach is generally waſted , and yeelds neither free 
quarter, nor other accommodations, but the Souldiers are forced to content themlelves with what they carry 
on their backs, 

That wants in the Army were ſuch, that the common ſouldiers vere for ſome weeks before I came away 
ſtinted to 6. pencea week in money, andaloate of 6. pence a peece, which was ſo ſmall an allowance as that the 
ſouldiers, (eſpecially r1ole that were tent hence trom berter means) could hardly be contained, and many of . 
them grew muchdi'contented thereat, which they protefled by often faying, that they woald rather g0e tO 
theRebells, where they ſhould be provided for, then ftay and Rarve with us: of all which, I wasan Eye- 
witnelile. 

That the horſe thereare generally very much impaired by a ftrange mortality, and ſcarcely the one halfe 
of the former number are Jett, and thoſe much weakened by their late ill marches and con'tant duty, and 
thatno horſe bavearrived chere, ſince Collonell lepſons, who were defigned in Sept:mber 164. and landed 
the beginning of the nexr Summer.

Service your Petitioner undertook and proſecuted with the utmoſt Zeal and 
Fidelity. | 
| That it pleaſed God ſoto bleſs Their Majeſties Arms.that with the Hearty 
| and Generous Aſliſtance of Their Parliament, the ſaid War was brought to 
a happy Concluſion, whereby not only the Intereſt and Safety of Ezeland,

PON tntelligence that a Party of Rappeties wete troubleſome about Cz/2/e- 

Cuff, Major Wo:d, who is Gariſoned at Monntm:lick, on the Fourth of M.y 

went out with a Party of 309 Foot, Detached our of Colone! Llyd's. and 

Lord George Hamilton's Regiments, and 50 Horſe of Colohel Byerly's Regi- 

ment, the Rapperies,"pon their approach, tbok the Bdg : Major 7 d divided his Foot 
into ſeveral Parties to icoure the Woods and Bogs, and he, with his Horſe, ſecured tie 
Skirts of the Bog to prevent their eſcape. By this tneans they killed 50 Rappeties, and 
brought off a conſiderable Prey of Cattle, and having with lis Horſe advanced upon the 
Togher of Mallybone,on Caitle-Cuff ſide of the River, and from thence ſent the Cattle home- 
wards, under a Guard of ;o Foot, and was returning with the reſt of the Party, whea 
hediſcovered two Bodies of the late Kings Arthy, each computed ro be 400 Men, coming 
on our Party, as they ſuppoſed privately between the Wood and the Mountain ; but 
perceiving we eſpied them , they Beat their Drums. The Major drew vp his 
Party in a Plow'd Field, and was ready td feceive ther, having then with lim but 
110 Foot, and 3, Horſe, the reſt being a Rappetee-Hunting in the Woods : The Enc- 
mies Granadiers came over the Hedges towards us, but petceiving our Men ſtand firm, 
advanced no further. Their firſt Body wete all this while making towards the Wood, 
which the Major perceiving,and ſuppoſing his Men, who were guarding the Prey, were 
not yet got clear of the Wood, and night there he expoſed to their Numbers, march- 
ed his Horſe and Foot throvgh the Bog 3 which as ſbon as he had paſſed, he underſtood 
by their Shooting, they were really engaged, and bravely maintained the Fight, uuder 
the Command of Lieutenant Flr, apainſt the great Body.- By this time the continual 
Firing brought in two Parties of ours of about 4% Men cach, the one Commanded by 
Captain

Captain Dzxie, and Enſign Ruſſe, the other by Major Rider, and Lieutenant Bartor 
Adjutant to the Lord George Hamilton's Regiment, Major J/ood Commanded both Par: 
ties to march on each ſide the River, which was but ſhallow, and himſelf with the Horſe 
| marched near the River betwixt both Parties: Coming ngar the Enemy, the Major 

thinking the Horſe might do moſt Service 1n falling upon their Rear, immediately Gal- 
lopt (fetching a little compaſs) to do ſo ; the Enemy perceiving his Deſign, (and be. 
ing hard egough preſſed by our Foot) began to make an orderly Retrear; which the 
Major ſeeing, fell immediately on their Flank, which put them firſt into great Cor 
fuſion, and toon after to a perfect flight: The Major then with ſome Horſe, Gallop'd 
to ſtop them, which he did effeCtually, and the Foot fo well ſeconded him in the Rear 
that they killed and took Priſoners the Perſons in the annexed Liftz and this, to Admiz- 
ration, with the loſs only of one private Man, and two others wounded.

N Sunday the 15th Inftant the Army marched from Athearee to this place. 
() The General immediately ſent a Trumpeter ro my Lord Dil/on, Governor 


of the Town, and offered him the Benefit of the Lords-Jultices procla- 
mation of the 4th, which he incloſed to him, if he would ſurrender it before he was 
obliged to Fire his Cannon. The Anſwer was, That Monſieur Duſlone, who Com- 
manded, was of the ſame Opinion with himſelf, and the reſt of the Officers, who were ye- 
ſolved to defend it to the laſt. While 1t was Light, our Men made bur ſmall Advances, 
but at Night they Attack'd a ſmall Fort they had made to Command a Valley be- 
tween thz Town and us, and immediately Beat the Iriſh out of it; And hearing 
that Baldurock O- Donnel intended to throw himſelf and his Brigade into the Place that 
Night or the next Morning, the Tin Boats were immediately pur into the Water, 
and Six Regiments of Foot, and Four Squadrons of Horſe and Dragoons, ſent over the 
River, and poſted in the way Baldarock was to take; ſo that finding no Succors could 
be put in on that ſide, he retired with his Rabble into the County of Mayo, burr- 
ing and deſtroying all the Counrry as he marched. The taking this Fort, and palſ- 
ſing the Water, ſo ſuddenly, we ſuppoſe, were the things that frighted them into a 
'Treaty ; for on the 2cth, about Ten in the Morning, the Governor d:ficcd a Sate- 
Conduct for ſome Perſons he intended to ſend to the General to Capitulate, and in 
the Afternoon 3 of their Lieutenant-Colonels came out, and as many of ours went 
into the Town as Hoſtages, The Treaty laſted the reſt of the day and night, they 
being often obliged to go back to Conlult their Principals. At laſt it was agreed ; 
That on next Sundiy morning at Six a Clock, the Town ſhould be delivered to ſuch Officers 
as the General ſhould appoint, and in the mean time we ſhould bave Five Hoſtages for the 
dne Performance of Articles, whereof my Lord Clanriccard is ene, and all the Outworks of 
te Town put into our Hands, That the Enemy ſhould forbear to fortifie in this time, and 
withdraw all their Cannon from the Walls, but that we may be permitted to work, and Poſt our 
ſelves where we will, provided we came not within 3 yards of the Wall, nor place any Cannon 
ren the Batteries we make. The Gariſon and Townſmen that remain have the Benefie of 
the Lords Fuſtices Proclamation, which gives them their Eftates and Liberties ;, And thoſe 
who be a mind ta depart, are #0 be Condutted ſafe to Limerick, with their Arms, Drums 
Beating, QC. and Six Pieces of Cannon, They bave Liberty to ſend to my Lord Tyr- 
connel, to acq::.142t bim with what they have dones and invite himio do the ſame at Limerick. 
A French Vellci of 30 Guns ſaid out of the Harbour as we march*d hither, and two 
more remain ſti!l here,

morning, the Horſe by two Fords, and the Foot 
and Arullery, orer the Bridge of Athlone; ſome of 
the Enemies Squadrons fhewed themſelves on the 
Hills, but we quickly drove them from thence with 
two Squadrons of Horſe and two of Dragoons ; and 
having afterwards viewed the Enemies Camp, and 
the G:ound which we might poſſc{s our ſelves of be- 
tween two Bogs, we tourd that halt our Army 
could not encamp there, which obliged us to begin 
our Camp an the Right, in order to extend it as far 
as we were able on the Left, But the Enemy having 
potſefled themſelves of a Paſs on the Left in the 
raiddle of a Bog, it was thought neceſſary to force 
them trom thence ; the Regiment of Blue Dragoons, 
a Squadron of the Dragoons of Cunnineham, and 
the Regiment of my Lord Pore/and, were detached 
for this Service, The Enemy (ceing them advance, 
and that but a ſmall part of our Ariny was yet cume 
vp, fent fome Foot and Horſe through the Bog 
upon Which the Blue Dragoons diſmounted, and re- 
pulſed them, The Enemy detached divers Batta- 
by $ and Squadrons to ſipport their men; and the 
Prince of Wiriemberg, with two of his Battalions, 
cane very opportunely to the Atiiftance of ours, 
and gave time to the reſt of the Troops of his 
Wing to come up: This obliged the Enemy 
toretrie to their main Body, who were pofied 
on" a great Hill, furrounded almoft on all fides 
with Bogs, and having a Caſtle on their Left ; 
It was refolved to attack them there; In order 
whereunto, our Foot paſſed through a Bog, many 
of them: up to the middle,and receiving the Fire from 


three of the Enemies Retrenchments, and ovr Horſe, 
notwithſtanding their continual Fire, horing paſſcd 
the Defile ; the two Armies, about. 6 in the eve- 
ning, were entirely engaged, at a place called 
Ayhbram near Baliinaſloe ; the Fight was very ſharp, 
and laſted about 3 hours, our men being obliged to 
attack them from Trench to Trench, which they 
had thrown up for thelr greater Security z the Iriſh 
were never known to Fight with more Reſqlution, 
eſpecially their Foot ; their Army was Superiour to 
us in number, confifting of 20000 Foot, and 890e 
Horſe and Dragoons, and had all the Advantage ima- 
ginable, by fhe fituation of the Ground ; but ir 
pleated GOD to bleſs Their Majeftics Forces with 
an entire Victory, their whole Body being broke 
and diſperſed; of the Enemy, there are above 50co 
killed upon the place, ot which number are the 
Lord Galmosy, Colonel Moor, with many others ; and 
as ſome Deſcrters report, their Frerch Genera! 
St. Ruth. Major-General Ham:i!/:on, Colone! Dorirg- 
con, Lord Slane, Loid Bed/ow, Colonel Burier, Co- 
lonel Bourke, Colonel Gr7-/0n, Colonel O Nez/e, and 
divers other Perſons of Note, are Priſoners; and 
had it not been tor the coming on of the Night, all 
their Foot would have been cut off. We took all 
the Enemies Baggage, Tents, Proviſions, and Can« 
non, which Jatter confifled only of 9 piecer. On 
our fide we loſt about 500 men; Major-General 
H»ſtaple, and Colonel! Herbert, are killed ; the 
Prince of Heſſe and the Lord Crutrs wounded. 
The Bravery and Courage of our Men in this oc- 
caſion exceeded all the Account that can be given 
of them, and the Vigor and Condu@ of the Gene-. 
ral Officers contributed extreamly to this gſeat 
and glorious Victory, -
